For months there has been emphasized the neces- 
sity of steel in the fields, piping and casing have 
gown more and more difficult of purchase, and 
prices have risen to such an altitude that the small 
producer has been forced to relinquish new work, 
while the wild-catters, the pioneers of petroleum, 
have been handicapped as never before in the history 
ofthe industry in this country. 

The history of the oil fields for the past six months

ents, is a reiteration of the need of casing, of pipe, 
of well materials.

Yet, what has been done? Not alone have the 
costs of all oil-well supplies increased, but—and 
this is on the authority of no less an expert than Van 
H. Manning, director of the Bureau of Mines—it 
has become impossible to get such supplies in ade- 
quate quantities at any price, and the situation is now 
worse. than at any time since the war in Europe 
started in 1914. 

In his recommendations Director Manning places 
his greatest emphasis on the solution advocated by 
the Reporter persistently for months: 


“In my opinion it is imperative that the oil- 
well supply industry be placed on the favored 
lists and permitted to manufacture sufficient 
supplies for the oil producers in order that our 
military and industrial needs for gasoline and 
other products be assured. The situation is 
critical, for, if the operators are unable to drill 
new wells, our present production cannot be 
maintained, much less be increased, and were 
no wells to be drilled for one year’s time our 
petroleum production would drop at least one- 
fourth.” 


Without impugning the motives which have led 
the Federal Trade Commission into an analysis of 
crude oil production costs, and the expenditure of a 
great deal of time in conference with petroleum men 
and with bureau officials as to the basis of the price 
eventually to be placed upon such products by the 
government, it would seem of even more importance 
that the government should insure such production, 
not alone for the immediate, but for the more distant 
future, since, were production to decrease even ap- 
proximately to the totals suggested by Director Man- 
ning, the cost of production would be so increased 
that an immediate revision would be forced upon any 
prices so established. 

The first obligation of the government toward the 
crude oil producers is that co-operation which shall 
enable them to meet the government’s demands. 
And the first essential to that co-operation is the 
provision of casing and well materials, which, under 
wartime industrial arrangement, can alone be made 
by the permission and with the aid of the govern- 
ment and its advisory committees.

Constantly Increased Shipment 
Abroad. 


Added factors in the situation as regards refined 
products are to be found in the scarcity of con- 
tainer material, tins and drums, steel barrels and 
crates. During the past few months there have been 
a number of advances in the export prices of gaso- 
line and the naphthas—which are shipped from this 
country in several varieties of packages—and the 
reason for the advance was simple—container cost. 
The distributing price of the same petroleum prod- 
ucts for domestic consumption has barely changed, 
except in isolated instances, despite the price uplifts 
for foreign consumption distillates. 

The extent of the demand of our European Allies 
for petroleum products is best evidenced in the ex- 
port figures of mineral oils for the fiscal years end- 
ing June 30 in 1915, 1916 and 1917. During 
the fiscal year just closed there was an increase of 
almost 600,000,000 gallons of mineral oils shipped 
from the United States as compared with 1915. Of 
this amount the increase in lubricating and parafhn 
oils was more than 56,000,000 gallons, while the 
exports of residuum, gas and fuel oil—and particu- 
larly the latter, although the returns are not differen- 
tiated under the present system of compilation—in- 
creased from 672,931,878 gallons in 1915 to the 
amazing total of 1,041,223,680 gallons for the 
year just closed, 

The gasoline and naphthas exports were on a 
relative parity with those of the fuel-gas oil group, 
the total for June, 1917, exceeding the total for 


June last year by approximately 20,000,000 gal- 
lons, while the three-year totals were as follows:—

In addition to this enormous increase in foreign 
demand it must be taken into consideration that do- 
mestic demand has also increased proportionately 
because of the more and more general use of the 
automobile, the motorboat and the farm tractor. In 
1915 there were 1,754,570 automobiles in opera- 
tion in the United States, 300,000 motorboats and 
approximately 30,000 farm tractor engines. In 
1916 the number of automobiles had increased to 
2,225,000, and conservative estimates place the 
number in operation this year at 3,000,000. There 
have been gains in the number of motorboats and 
large gains in the number of tractors, all calling for 
increased supplies of gasoline. 


Where Shall Gasoline Be Obtained 
Immediately ? 


There are several solutions which occur naturally 

as contributing factors to the gasoline supply prob- 
lem—but only in normal times. 
_ Eventually benzol, as produced in coke ovens in 
increasing quantities, and even now in use in Europe 
in Increasing amounts as a motor fuel, could be em- 
ployed here, but not so long as the output is in such 
demand in the manufacture of munitions and as an 
essential in the perfection of the American dyestuff 
industry. 

The oil shales of the West offer an untouched 
supply of petroleum, which could produce from 9 
per cent to several times that amount of gasoline, 
depending upon the process employed, but which 
there is not the time to develop for immediate use. It 
is estimated that there is nearly 10 times as much 
shale oil available in this country as petroleum in 
the more or less depleted natural reservoirs. 

An immediate increase by closer production 
methods and elimination of waste should result in the 
immediate output of more gasoline by refineries, 
and from casinghead gas by absorption, blending or 
other process. In Oklahoma alone it is estimated 
that casinghead gasoline plants are turning out 350,- 
000 gallons a day, or 127,750,000 gallons a year 
which, when blended with naphtha, approximate 
200,000,000 gallons of motor fuel for the year 
1917—-seven times the amount of raw gasoline 
produced three years ago in Oklahoma. 

But this is not enough. 

The third solution is that brought forward by 
the Reporter editorially in its last issue: 


The voluntary offer by gasoline producers 
of processes which can bring about an imme- 
diate increase of from 30 to 35 per cent in 
the amount of gasoline produced over the ordi- 
nary processes generally employed, such offer 
to be safeguarded to protect the producers in 
their patent rights, and to be for the duration 
of the war only. The remuneration to the 
owners of such processes to be an agreed-upon 
percentage of the increased income to the users 
of such processes following their installation. 


While such action on the part of the refiners calls 
for the exercise of a patriotic spirit which would 
amount almost to self-sacrifice, it would at once re- 
lieve existing tension, increase the visible supply of 
gasoline by approximately one-third, and do away 
forever with any talk of commandeering or price 
regulation. 

While the solution of the crude situation lies with 
the government in the provision of well supplies, the 
solution of the gasoline crisis can be effected best 
by the refiners themselves.

expired patent. 

Now, despite that circular of The Bay- 
er Company, we propose to continue to 
make and sell aspirin, as we have been 
doing since that Hoffman patent expired,

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BRINGING BACK THE ROUMANIAN OIL 
FIELD AFTER BRITISH “DEMOLITION” 


A Detailed Report of How Production Has Been Increased 
from the Reporter’s Special Correspondent, 


Now in Switzerland. 


For a number of years the Reporter has been in receipt of reguiar reports 
from the Roumanian and Galician petroleum fields from its correspondent there, 
J. Ranisteano, but since the entrance of the invading armies of both the Central 
Powers and the Allies into the fields little news of moment has been allowed to 
pass the censors. 

Mr. Ranisteano has been in Switzerland for a year, cut off from his coun- 
try, but has been able through his connectiong there to compile certain informa- 
tion relating to the rejuvenation of the Roumanian petroleum industry under 
German management following the destruction of the wells, refineries, reser- 
voirs and power plants by a Roumania commission under British military lead- 
ership. While the report lacks circumstantial detail, which cannot be trans- 
mitted across the frontiers, it, nevertheless, contains the first information received 
from this source since the reports of the destruction became public following the 
return to England of certain British engineers who took part in it. 

Mr. Ranisteano promises a further report covering the development of the 
Roumanian oil industry from September | to November 15, 1916, and also 
details as to conditions in Galicia.—Editor.

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MORE FERTILIZERS. 


Trade More Hopeful as Result of 
Efforts to Insure Pyrites Supply. 


Baltimore, Aug. 24, 1917. 

A hopeful view of the outlook for the 
fertilizer trade in so far as the supplies 
of sulphuric acid and acid phosphate are 
concerned is taken by the producers of 
acid, who feel assured that a real fam- 
ine in the materials which enter into 
the manufacture of their products Is not 
to be apprehended, When it became diffi- 
cult to secure adequate stocks of pyrites, 
owing to the diminution of ocean-going 
tonnage, and shipments to the United 
States grew fewer and fewer, the acid 
manufacturers were confronted by the 
nevessity of resorting to other raw stocks, 
and they turned to brimstone. This 
necessitated the reconstruction of fur- 
naces and other equipment, and then the 
possibility loomed up that the brimstone 
producing sources might not be equal to 
the enlarged demands upon them. Since 
then sufficient time has elapsed to show 
whether this fear had any real justifi- 
cation or not, and the acid makers now 
express themselves as confident that the 
production of brimstone will suffice to 
meet the requirements of acid production, 
stimulated as these have been by war 
needs, while the necessities of the fer- 
tiizer business continues unabated and 
have even been augmented because of 
the enlargement of acreage prompted 
by the high prices realized on food creps 
and the demands made upon the Amer- 
ican farmers by other nations at war. 
it is stated that under the stimulus be- 
gotten of the prevailing situation the out- 
put of brimstone has been actually 
doubled, with every prospect that the re- 
ceipts of pyrites will before long under- 
go uw very considerable increase. Arrange- 
ments have been made by Great Britain, 
it is stated, to have vessels that until 
now have carried foodstuffs to Europe 
and then returned in ballast, so as to 
lose no time in keeping up the stores of 
food, to make a detour to Spain and load 
return cargoes of pyrites. In this way, 
it is exptected, the imports of pyrites will 
before long once more attain proportions 
large enough to insure a large produc- 
tion of sulphuric acid on a pyrites base. 
Furthermore,» men familiar with acid 
trade conditions say that especially the 
acid plants in the South have stocks of 
Pyrites on hand sufficient to last them 
for another year, even if no further sup- 
plles are received. To be sure, a large 
part of the pyrites stocks is of low grade, 
such as could not be profitably worked 
by many of the producers, but the high 
grade imported ores are also said to be 
in very considerable supply, so that there 
is really mo danger of the acid on a 
pyrites base failing. 

The authorities at Washington are re- 
ported to be doing all they can, with 
the co-operation of the fertilizer men 
and acid manufacturers on the Advisory 
Zoard, to provide against all contingen- 
cies, in order that especially the fertiliz- 
er trade shall mot lack acid for the acidu- 
lation of ;oek and other purposes, so that 
the farmers of the country may have an 
adequate store of fertilizer materials for 
crop growing. The food problem is rec- 
ognized as having a most important bear- 
ing upon the conduct of the war, and the 
fertilizer question, as being closely re- 
lated to the cultivation of large crops, 
is getting the most careful consideration 
as a consequence,

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MORE CASTOR OIL. 


Despite Greatest Crop in History 
Government Is Forcing New 


Production to Limit. 
Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 

This country is on the verge of the 
greatest castor oil bean crop in its his- 
tory. Several departments of the govern- 
ment, including’ the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Department of Com- 
merce, are now working under advices 
received at conferences with the Council 
of National Defense to provide an ade- 
quate supply of seed beans. 

Preferential cargo space will be ar- 
ranged through the proper branch of the 
Council of National Defense for the im- 
portation of as much castor oil bean 
seed as possible. Vast acreage has al- 
ready been planted and still larger acre- 
age will be set out as soon as _ possible. 

The government advisers have figured 
out that this mation will consume all the 
castor Oil it can possibly produce as 
lubricant for the great fleet of airships 
with which the United States intends to 
win the war, All agencies of the govern- 
ment, with the co-operation of the allied 
governments, are being bent to make the 
production of castor oil in the United 
States during the next year not only as 
large as possible, but to impress upon 
tne farming communities that here is an 
opportunity for direct public and patri- 
otic service to give immediate aid in 
winning the war. 

Activity for wholesa’e production of 
castor oil is one of the war measures now 
receiving the utmost attention,

None of Three Leasing Bills Would 
Aid Output, Says Max W. Ball. 





Tulsa, Okla., Aug. 24, 1917. 
Max W. Ball, chief geologist of the 


Roxana Petroleum Company, and former- 
ly a member of the oil board of the 
Bureau of Mines, objects to the leasing 
bills now before Congress. 

“That a public oil-land law is urgently 
needed no one will attempt to deny,” 
says Mr. Ball. “It does not follow, how- 
ever, that every law proposed will meet 
the emergency. Unfortunately, none of 
the three bills now before Congress would 


fail in this category without radical 
amendment. 
“The Gronna bill (S. 2010) provides for 


a two-year prospecting permit covering 
640 acres, and for a ten-year lease of 320 


acres, renewable for five-year periods. 
Interest of any sort in leases covering 
more than 640 acres may be made a 


ground for forfeiture. No minimum or 
maximum royalty is specified. 

“The Walsh bill (S. 45) also 
for a two-year prospecting 
situated within 50 miles of a producing 
oil or gas well the permit area may be 
2,560 acres. Upon the discovery of oil or 
gas the permittee is given a patent to 
one-fourth of the area of his permit; 
the remainder is subject to lease in tracts 


provides 
permit. If 


not exceding 2,560 acres for a term of 
ten years, no minimum or maximum 
royalty being specified. No interest in 
more than one lease may be held, and 
no one having an interest in a lease can 
have an agency in the re-sale of the 
products of the lease. 


“In the Ferris bill (H. R. 3232) the two- 
year prospect permit covers 640 acres 
within ten miles of a producing well and 
2,560 acres more than ten miles from such 
a well. Upon discovery the permittee is 
given a patent to one-fourth the area 
of his permit; the remainder is subject 
to lease in tracts not exceeding 640 acres 
for a term of twenty years, renewable 
for 10-year periods, at a royalty not less 
than one-tenth. No interest may be held 
in more than one lease. 

“Tt is obvious that the limited acreage 
and short term leases by these bills would 
offer no inducement to develop fields re- 
mote from pipeline and refinery faciti- 
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ties. As far as the public lands would 
be concerned, no one could, under the 
Walsh bill, own a share of stock in 


more than one company operating in the 
West, even if one were in Wyoming and 
another in California, Kach operator 
would be confined in ome miniature short- 
term lease in the entire public-land area 

a provision almost certain to exclude 
the type of operator most desirable in 
opening up new terrictory.’”’ 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
has declined to hold further hearings on 
oil-land legislation. The fight against the 
Walsh bill must now be taken to the 
floor of the Senate. 


NEW LAND BILL. 


Omnibus Measure, Favored by Sen- 
ate Committee, Would Promote 


Coal Oil, Phosphate Mining. 


Washington, D, C., Aug. 24, 1917 


Senator Myers, for Senator Walsh, has 
introduced in the Senate a bill (S-2812) 
to encourage and promote the mining of 
coal, phosphate, oil, gas, potassium and 
sodium on the public domain. It will be 
observed that the title to the bill 
braces all of the minerals included in 
the original general leasing bill. There 
is a separate bill before the Senate apply- 
ing only to potassium and sodium and if 
it fails to pass as a separate measure it 
may have a chance in this bill. Coal is 
also in this bill in the form of the Sha- 
froth amendment, generally similar to 
the provision in the original leasing bill. 

There is also in this bill an amendment 
in section 16 by Senator Philan which 
applies to A:aska oil and gas lands the 
same protection for bona fide locators 
that has been put in the measure here- 
tofore for California oil lands on the 
public domain. Section 17 is also 
amended to apply the same principles to 
Wyoming public lands. 

As this measure is along the same 
principles of legislation that has been 
passed upon by the Committee, a favor- 
able report has been ordered on it and 
as it is an omnibus bill, if it passes it 
will for the present dispose of the ques- 
tion of leasing the public domain for the 
development of various mineral weaith. 


Countervailing Duty on Portuguese 
Wine and Bottles Containing Wine 
and Derivatives. 





Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 
The Treasury Department has an- 
nounced that a countervailing duty will 


be levied upon wine and bottles contain- 


ing wine and its derivatives originating 
in Portugal, subject to countervailing 
duties under paragraph , section LV of 
the tariff act. This act follows action 
by Portugal in reqviring export bounties 
in the maximum net amounts of escudo 
10 per hectoliter of wine containing 


from 14 per cent. to 17 per cent. alcohol; 
escudo .50 per hectoliter of wine contain- 
ing from 11 per cent, to 14 per cent. al- 
cohol, and escudo .% per hectoliter of 
wine having from 9 per cent. to 11 per 
cent. alcoholic content: and also export 
Lounties in the respective amounts of 5% 
centavos per dozen on bottles containing 
wine, and 3% centavos per dozen on bot- 
t'es containing wine derivatives.

CONTROL OF EXPORTS 


Transferred from Department of Com- 
merce to Expert Administration 


Board. 


Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 

President Wilson has given control of 
exports, hitherto administered by the De- 
partment of Commerce, to the Exports 
Administrative Board, of which Vance 
McCormick is chairman. The purpose of 
the change, which becomes. effective 
Monday, is to simplify procedure in 
granting export licenses, 

The Administrative Board has on it, be- 
sides Mr. McCormick, who represents the 
State Department, Alonzo E. ‘Taylor, 
representing the Department of Agricul- 
ture; T. D. Jones, representing the De- 
partment of Commerce, and John B. 
White, representing the food administra- 
tion. 

The change gives unusual powers to the 
Administrative Board, which was formed 
to serve as an advisdry body to the Ex- 
ports Council, comprising the Secretaries 
of State, Commerce and Agriculture and 
the food administration. The President's 
order will serve to make the Exports 
Council really the advisory board. 

Since the export control provision of 
the espionage act was put into opera- 
tion, more than a month ago, the Admin-

istrative Board has done much of the 
work of shaping an export policy, Its 
recommendations have gone to the Ex- 
ports Council and from there to the 
President, who, in turn directed the De- 
partment of Commerce to administer 
regulations drawn from time to time. 


Members of the Administrative Board, it 
is said, have considered this system too 
cumbersome, and they suggested that 
the board Itself carry out the regulations 
and issue licenses.

Geological Survey, show an output of 


29,982 flasks of 75 pounds each, valued at 
$2,575,547, at the average sales price of 
$56.08 per flask reported by producers. 
This represents an increase in quantity 
of 8,899 flasks and im value of $749,635, 
compared with the yie!d of 1915. In the 
new year’s preliminary figures given out 
by the Survey on January § 

) § j Je ary 3, 1917, 
production of 1916 was estimated x 28's 
flasks, from best information available 
and the value was given at $3,643,800, This 
value, however, was based upon the av- 
erage of San Francisco market quotations 
for the year, $125.90 a flask, the only 
basis then available, which is now found 
to be far too high. As a matter of fact 
market quotations, possibly under arti- 
ficial stimulation, soared to $400 a flask in 
February, and for the first four months 
of tae year remained above $100, but from 
May to the end of the year quotations 
were prevailing below $100, and it is be- 
lieved that only a small quantity of metal 
was actually sold at the high prices 
quoted in the early part of 1916. 


California Production. 


The production of Califor 
Was 21,045 flasks, valued at @iaittee 
against 14,283 flasks, valued at $1,174,881, in 
1915.

prices then prevailing. The Chisos has 
been in steady operation since the early 
development of the Terlingua district, in 
Lrewster county, where ail the produc- 
ing properties lie in a comparatively 
small area. 

The production from Nevada was 2,198 
flasks, valued at $189,204, of which 1.598 
flasks Came from shaft furnaces and 605 
flasks from retorts.

The exports of quicksilver during 1916 
were 8,88) flasks, valued at $670,475, of 
which much the greater part went to 
England and Japan in nearly equal quan- 
tities, smaller exports going to Canada, 
Hong Kong, Scotland and many other 
ceuntries. The quicksilver imported for 
consumption in 1916 amounted to 5,669 
flasks, valued at $515,919, the largest part 
of which came from the mines of Spain 
and Italy, chiefly through New York.

Taking Census in South of Amount of 
Chilean Nitrates Needed for 


Fertilizers. 
Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, has 
written governors and commissioners of 
agriculture of the South Atlantic States 
asking them to advise Chairman Hurley, 
of the Government Shipping Board, their 
requirements of Chilean nitrates for fer- 
tilizer purposes and for an early impor- 
tation. Expenditures of $10,000,000 for the 
purpose was authorized in the food con- 
trol law. 

Senator Smith, speaking in the Senate, 
denied reports that American cotton is 
finding its way into Germany and Aus- 
tria. He declared that 4,000,000 bales less 
are being exported from this country to 
Europe now than when the war began, 
and introduced figures showing that with 
but few exceptions the importation of 
cotton by European countries is below 
normal.

OIL PAINT AND

Situation Worse Today Than at Any Time Since War Began 
—Pipes and Casing Must Be Ensured, Declares 
Head of Bureau of Mines. 


Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 

In a review of the oil situation in its 
relation to war needs, Director Van H. 
Manning, of the Bureau of Mines, today 
pointed out the necessity of providing the 
oil producers with the supplies neces- 
sary for the drilling of the oil wells if 
sufficient oil is to be obtained. At the 
same time, he urged the producers them- 
selves to employ every expedient that 
will save supplies and reduce _ require- 
ments to a minimum. Director Manning 
says: — 

“Any way that can be pointed out 
for providing the supplies of petro- 
leum so essential to the successful 
prosecution of this war requires ma- 
terials from the steel industry and if 
these supplies are not forthcoming 
our petroleum needs cannot be se- 
cured. The situation is critical for 
the operators find themselves unable 
to obtain adequate supplies for the 
drilling of oil wells. If they are un- 


able to drill new wells, our present 
production cannot. be maintained, 
much less increased, for, as is well 


known, oil wells do not maintain a 
constant production, but show a 
steady diminution from the time they 
are first completed. Were no wells 
to be drilled for one year’s time, our 
petroleum production would drop by 
at last one-fourth. 


Drilling Curtailed. 


“At the present time drilling is being 
curtailed because of the difficulty in ob- 
taining supplies. Not only have the costs 
of oil-well supplies been increased, but it 
has become impossible to get them in 
adequate quantities for any price, and 
the situation is now worse than at any 
time since the war in Europe started. 
Perhaps the situation of the producers is 
best illustrated by the fact that from 
California to the fields of Pennsylvania 
the small producing wells are being 
abandoned in order to use the casing 
and other equipment of these welis in 
new wells, from which larger productions 
are expected, thus, wells still capable of 
small profitable productions are being 
permanently abandoned in the desperate 
search for well-drilling materials. 

“In my opinion it is imperative that 
the oil-well suppliy industry be placed 
on the favored lists and permitted to 
manufacture sufficient supplies for the 
oil producers in order that our mili- 
tary and industrial needs for gasoline 
and other petroleum ‘products be as- 
sured. 

“The Bureau of Mines has called this 
situation to the attention of the Council 
of National Defense and it Is hoped that 
arrangeirents will be made whereby ade- 
quate supplies can be assured the pro- 
ducer in future, but it also becomes my 
part to urge care on the part of the pro- 
ducer in the use of materials and to 
point out ways whereby casing and other 
supplies can be made to drill more wells 
than heretofore. 

To Save Casing. . 

“For saving casing I desire to ca!l at- 
tention to a method long advocated by 
the engineers of this bureau. I refer to 
the use of mud-laden fluid in the drilling 
of oil wells, on which method the Bureau 
of Mines has published Bulletin 134, ob- 
tainable free of charge from the Wash- 
ington office. By this method of well 
drilling less casing is necessary and by 
intelligent application of the methods 
outlined in Bulletin 134 the same amount 
of casing can be made to supply a greater 
number of wells. This is a method that 
has long been in use in Texas, Louisiana 
and California, in connection with the 
rotary and circulator drilling systems and 
in the wells drilled by these methods 
less casing is necessary than in other 
fields. During the last few years the 
use of mud-laden fluid has been demon- 
strated to be entirely feasible in wells 
drilled by the standard too] system in the 
oil tields of the mid-continent district 
and further East and that it possesses 
desirable features not to be overlooked by 
the operator. 

“Now, when casing is so hard to obtain 
and prices are so high, the saving that 
can be effected by this method becomes 
of prime importance. [ am re‘iably in- 
formed that one of the largest operating 
companies of the mid-continent district is 
using this method to big advantage and 
that it contemplates exchanging its 
stocks of larger casing which it expects 
to save for casings of smaller sizes. I 
have also been informed that the mud- 
laden fluid method :s being used in Ken- 
tucky with the same end in view. Be- 
cause of the increased costs of casing it 
will be found profitable where before this 
method was not considered necessary. I 
have ncticed, however, that with com- 
paratively few exceptions this fact has 


not been appreciated. Under the pres- 
en circumstances it becomes not only 
an economic necessity, but a patriotic 


duty for the oil producer to investigate 
every means that holds promise of re- 
ducing the demands that must be made 
on the steel industry. 


Mud-Laden Fluid. 


“It is not mecessary for me to detail 
methods by which the mud-laden fluid 
can be used to save casing for the sub- 
ject has been covered fully in Bulletin 


14, but ergineers have observed that 
frequently. the process has been em- 
ployed in a most careless manner and

fully on the process. Failures to observe 
the few simple, but essential, tests and 
precautions has resulted in much trouble 
to those who would not avail themselves 
of the information that could readily be 
obtained. I wish to emphasize to those 
who contemplate using this process to 
inform themselves fully in advance by 
careful study of Bulletin 134 and by con- 
sulting, if possible, someone experienced 
in the process, The Bureau of Mines 
maintains a staff of engineers and prac- 
tical dritlers who have made a special 
study of this process and I will gladly 
see that am expert be sent to consult

show themselves sufficiently interested.” 


Big Oil Tanker Desdemona Was 
Commandeered by U. S. Before 
She Left the Ways. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 24, 1917. 


The big oil tanker Desdemona was 
launched yesterday afternoon from the 
ways of the Pennsylvania Shipbuilding 
Company, at Gloucester, N. J. She was 
built for the Cunard Line, but was corn- 
mandeered by the United States Govern- 
ment and will be used for war purposes. 
It is said to be the first oil vessel thus 
taken by the government, while under 
construction in shipbuilding plants on the 
Delaware River during the war. 

The Desdemona is the first ship built 
by the Pennsylvania Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, a new concern, The launching was 
attended by officers of the Cunard Line. 
The tanker was christened by Mrs. 
Charles Bowring, wife of one of the offi- 
cials of the line, The Desdemona Is a 
single screw steamer, 365 feet long and 
50 feet 9 inches in breadth, with a vary- 
ing capacity of 7,000 tons of oil. he 
propulsion is by geared turbines. ‘he 
keel was laid September 9. 








Big New Refineries Soon to Be Start- 
ed on Ship Canal Near Houston, 


Texas. 
Houston, Texas, Aug. 24, i917. 

With a marked increase of the crude 
petroleum production of the Gulf coast 
fields, particularly Goose Creek, plans for 
greatiy enlarging the refining facilities 
of Texas are being considered. There 
will be five new refineries in operation 
in the vicinity of Houston within the 
mext several months, including the pro- 
posed plant of the Sinclair Oil and Re- 
fining Company, on the Houston ship 
channel, with an initial capacity of 20,00 
barrels a day. It is stated that the Pe- 
troleum Refining Company will soon have 
its large plant ready for operation. The 
Hoffman Oil and Refining Corporation 
will also have its new plant ready for 
distilling gasoline and manufacturing by- 
products of crude petroleum within the 
next few weeks. The D’Artois Oil and 
Eefining Company will soon begin the 
construction of a large refinery upon a 
site purchased near the Petroleum hKefin- 
ing Company plant. The Empire Gas and 
fuel Company will have the construction 
of its proposed new refinery started be- 
fore the end of the year. The Texas 
Company, the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany, the Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association 
and the Gulf Refining Company have 
under consideration plans for erecting 
one or more refineries here in addition to 
those that they now operate in this State. 





Tin Plate Is Still Scarce Despite 25 


Per Cent. Production Increase. 


A census of tin plate production as com- 
pared with mill obligations just completed 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce indicates an increase of ap- 
proximately 25 per cent. in the domestic 
production of tin plate this year over last 
year, The amount of this year’s produc- 
tion for export is about one-tenth of the 
total production Practically all of the 
plate that can be produced this year and 
the ltirst couple of months of 1918 has 
already been contracted for to be deliv- 
ered during this year, 

It is understood that the utilization of 
fiber and paper cans as substitutes for 
the ordinary tin cans has been quite suc- 
cessful, and that our European allies 
are considering their availability to meet 
the shortage in those countries. 





Dow Chemical Co. vs. American Bro- 
mine Co, Case Decision Expected 


Late This Year. 


The case of the Dow Chemical Company 
versus the American Bromine Company, 
the suit involving the use of a secret 
process for the manufacture of bromine 
and bromides from brine, has been in 
progress of trial for the past eight 
weeks in Michigan. ‘Testimony will be 
taken again beginning September 17, but 
i decision is not looked for until the lat- 
ter part of November, and possibly not 
until the early part of December. A de- 
tailed report of the case appeared in the 
Reporter of January 29, 1917. 


The suit was brought by the Dow 
Cheniical Company against Arthur KE, 
Schaefer and the American Bromine 


Company, on the ground that Schaefer, a 
former employe of the Dow company and 
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of ‘Herbert H. Dow, had utilized his 
knowledge of processes invented and pat- 
ented by Dow for the benefit of the Amer- 
ican Bromine Company, and the suit is to 
compel the disclosure of the amounts 
paid him, and for a perpetual injunction 
against the defendants against the use 
of Dow processes or the employment of 
any one formerly in the employ of the 
Dow Chemical Company. : 


Frisco Railroad Co. Ordered to Fur- 
nish Tank Cars to Oklahoma 


Refinery. 
‘Tulsa, Okla., Aug. 24, 1917. 


Sometime ago the Lawton Refining 
Company, of Lawton, Oklahoma, insti- 
tuted proceedings before the Oklahoma 
Corporation Commission to force the 
Frisco Railroad Company to furnish tanks 
for the transportation of their products. 
At the present time the railroad has in 
its possession four cars for transporting 
erude oil, while the refining company had 
% in the service of the railroad. The 
refinery was paying freight rates for the 
transportation of the products besides 
furnishing the tank cars. The refining 
company has a contrect to furnish the 
United States Government with 700,000 
gallons of fuel oil at Fort Sill, Okla., 
during the coming year. Repeatedly the 
railroad promised to furnish al the tank 
cars needed, but disposed of all its tank 
cars, including the four cars that the 
Lawton Refining Co. had been tsing.

Federal Child Labor Law Effective 
September 1—Form of Goods 


Guarantee.

Houston, Tex., Aug. 20, 1917. 


The Empire Gas and Fuel Company 
will soon begin the construction of a 
large oil refinery upon the recently pur- 
chased site adjacent to the Houston ship 
channel.

Federal Trade Commission Will Report on Production 
Cost Within a Fortnight—Factors Entering 
Final Cost Determination. 


Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 
the Federal Trade Commission is still 
t work on its Investigation into the cost 
“f roducing fuel oil and gasoline and it 
. nected its report to the President 
will pe delivered in about two weeks. 

_ outlined in the Reporter, this report 
il] not recommend a price the govern- 
nant should pay for oil for the navy, but 
taking the price of crude oil in the sev- 
eral fields as a basis will indicate the cost 
that 18 added in the processes of refin- 
ing and will apportion that cost to the 
gyveral products of oil in accordance with 
the market price of each product. 
Accordingly the market price of gaso- 
jine and fuel Oil, each representing a 
portion of the crude oi! from which it is 
obtained, will have set against it a cost 
of production equivalent to its market 
price. That is, if gasoline represents say 
one-fifth of the crude in quantity but 
one-half of the value in price, the cost 
of production assigned to it would not be 
one-fifth, but one-half. Under this divi- 
son products selling for the highest price 
entribute the larger proportion to the 
support of the industry. 


Price Yet to Be Determined. 


When the commission has concluded this 
work the price to be paid for these prod- 
jets Will still be an open question to be 
determitied by negotiation or by the arbi- 
trary determination by the Navy Depart- 
ment of the percentage of profit that 
should be added. When the investigation 
was begun it was announced that the 
ommission would add a profit of 10 or 
5 per cent., but so far as planned the 
commission is not undertaking to solve 
the question of profit to the refiner. How- 
ever, the commission may have additional 
duties to perform before the Navy De- 
partment actually agrees to the price it 
will pay. 


Crude Oil Basic Cost. 


As will be seen, this plan does not 
interfere with the price of crude oil, 
which is being taken as one of the basic 
ests of producing fuel oil and gasoline. 
Whether there will be any interference 
with that price on the part of any gov- 
emmental agency is for the future to de- 
velop. There is ample power in the gov- 
emment to commandeer either refineries 
or oil production property if such a step 
should be deemed a necessary war meas- 
ure, but it is not believed that such a 
step will be necessary, 


Under Presidential Control. 


In the food control bill recently enact- 
el by Congress coal and other fuels, in- 
cuding fuel oil and natural gas, are 
cassified together and treated as of 
similar nature, while wheat is given an 
entirely different classification and a dif- 
ferent treatment is prescribed, which is 
not borne out by the conditions of pro- 
duction that apply to those several prod- 
wuts. If the Federal Trade Commission 
or the Food Administrator shou'd ever 
deem it necessary to discard the laws 
of supply and demand in determining the 
price of crude oil they will be face to 
face with facts that should convince 
them that the public good will be best 
served by treating crude oil in the same 
light that wheat has been treated by 
Congress, that is, by giving confidence 
to producers in their operations by as- 
surances that excessive production will 
hot result in depressing prices below the 
outs of prosperity with resulting disas- 
er. 


Wheat vs. Petroleum. 


Congress was careful to fix for next 
year's wheat crop a minimum price of 
2 per bushel, because it was realized 
that In planting their next crops farm- 
ers might fear a repetition of past ex- 
Periences when excessive crops have de- 
pressed the price of wheat, and hesitate 
plant extensive areas. The conditions 
ipplying to oil were on all fours with 
those applying to wheat, but no such en- 
couragement was held out to the produc- 
er of crude oil, On the other hand, spe- 
cial powers were given the Food Admin- 
istrator over the prices of fuel oil, one of 
the chief products of crude, with the 
resulting impression that there would be 
in attempt to depress the price of crude. 
This has not been done, and if the pro- 
duction of crude oil is to be encouraged 
tt will not be done. The production of 
‘rude oil responds to the prospective 
price as is the case of wheat, and is far 
more hazardous than is the production 
fwheat. The history of the oil industry 
has always shown that prospective high 
pices have stimulated production so 
sreatly that high prices have not been 
realized, whereas prospective low prices 
tion esulted in a curtailment of produc- 
ane subsequent high prices.

Establishing a Minimum? 


It is not unlikely that there will be 
protests from many places against re- 
cent advances in the price of crude, but 
if the oil history is considered those ad- 
vances will not be antagon’zed by the 
government because they mean increased 
production and lower prices as soon as 
the present excessive demand is met. 
In fact, it is held by many that Con- 
gress would do a wise act if it should 
declare that present crude prices shall 
be minimum prices, as it has declared a 
minimum for next year's crop of wheat. 
However, such action by Congress is 
impractical, because neither Congress nor 
the public can discriminate. 

Oil production and oil refining are but 


slightly related in business interests so 
far as the price of crude oil is con- 
cerned, The business of producing crude 


oil is as independent of refining as the 
work of the farmer is independent of ihe 
great elevator and milling corporations. 


Oil producers should show the _ imn- 
creaseli costs of casing, tankage, tank 
cars, labor and every element of cost 


that contributes to higher prices of their 
product. They should show that they 
have had lean years and, above all, 
should point to the history of prices in 
their industry to prove that hopes for 
high prices have always produced a flood 
of oil with attendant falling of price as 
the surest guarantee that if the laws of 
supply and demand are permitted to work 
in a natural way there will be no short- 
age of this necessary fuel with which 
to carry on the war. 





SEIZURE OF FOODS. 


President’s Commandeering Powers as 
Cited in New Law Put Him 
Back of Hoover. 


In view of the constantly recurring 
Statements as to possible government 
commandeering of foods, feeds, fuels und 
other supplies, under the law recently 
adopted to encourage production, con- 
serve supply and contro] distribution of 
such commodities, the sections of the law 
vesting such power in the President 
should be reread. They are as follows:— 
Section 10. That the President is author- 
ized, from time to time, to requisition foods, 
feeds, fuels and other supplies necessary to 
the support of the army or the maintenance 
of the navy, or any other public use con- 
nected with the common defense, and to 
requisition, or otherwise provide, storage facil- 
ities for such supplies; and he shall ascertain 
and pay a just compensation therefor. If the 
compensation so determined be not satisfac- 
tory to the person entitled to receive the 
same, such person shall be paid 75 per centum 
of the amount so determined by the Presi- 
dent, and shall be entitled to sue the United 
States to recover such further sum as, added 
to said 75 per centum, will make up such 
amount as will be just compensation for such 
necessaries or storage space, and jurisdiction 
is hereby conferred on the United States Dis- 
trict Courts to hear and determine all such 
controversies: Provided, That nothing in this 
section, or in the section that follows, shall be 
construed to require any natural person to 
furnish to the government any necessaries 
held by him and reasonably required for con- 
sumption or use by himself and dependents, 
nor shal! any person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation be required to furnish to the govern- 
ment any seed necessary for the seeding of 
land owned, leased or cultivated by them. 
Sec. 11. That the President is authorized 
from time to time to purchase, to store, to 
provide storage facilities for, and to sell for 
eash at reasonable prices, wheat, flour, meal, 
beans, and potatoes: Provided, That if any 
minimum price shall have been _ theretofore 
fixed, pursuant to the provisions of section 14 
of this act, then the price paid for any such 
articles so purchased shall not be less than 
such minimum price. Any moneys received 
by the United States from or in connection 
with the disposal by the United States from 
or in connection with the disposal by the 
United States of necessaries under this sec- 
tion may, in the discretion of the President, 
be used as a revolving fund for further carry- 
ing out the purposes of this section. Any 
balance of such moneys not used as part of 
such revolving fund shall be covered into the 
Treasury as miscellaneous receipts,

Texas Peanut Crop Is Expected to 
Exceed 200,000 Tons. 


Though the cotton crop looks rather 
short in Texas, it is still estimated you 
may expect 3,500,000 bales, at least. It is 
estimated the 600,000 acres of Texas pea- 
nuts will produce at least 200,000 tons. 

The Texas Farmers’ Union has ap- 
proved 30 cents as a minimum price for 
cotton. A committee of the Texas Farm- 
ers’ Institute reported to Commissioner 
of Agriculture F. W, Davis that 30 cents 
for cotton and $6 for cottonseed ought 
to be minimum prices to farmers. This 
committee, W. B. Yeary, Farmersville 
chairman, is still at work to report in 
September. 

The Western Traffic Bureau of Rail- 
ways has given notice of purpose to place 
50,000-pound minimum for loading cars. 

The Texas Feed Control has announced 
that after September 1 cottonseed feeds 
Nos. 4, 5 and 6 camnot go under railway 
classificution of cottonseed meal.

CHILE NITRATE COSTS UP. 


Labor, Fuel, Bags, Explosives, Etc., 
All Higher and Add to Pro- 


duction Expense. 


A report from Valparaiso under date 
of July 5 gives interesting data as to 
the present cost of production of nitrate 
of soda:— 

‘The nitrate market during the fort- 
night now reviewed has been varied, and 
it has been exceedingly difficult even to 
give reliable quotations as both buyers 
and sellers have been withholding. Some 
sales have been reported as effected in 
Europe at prices far below pretensions of 
sellers on the coast, where it appears that 
producers have made up their minds to 
await a good improvement even on pres- 
ent high prices in an endeavor to cope 
with their increasing cost of producing. 
As an interesting comparison we give 
below some factors responsible for the 
rise in costs, taking what they were in 
June, 1914, before the declaration of war, 
and what they are at present. 

Per quintal of nitrate produced, labor 
is now tiled. higher than before the war; 
petroleum, 7d. higher; bags, 3d.; explo- 
sives, oils, spares, iron, ete., 2d.; export 
duties, 34d.—a total increase of 22d. The 
rise in labor costs and export duties is 
due to the higher rates of international 
exchange now current; that in the other 
items has been caused by sharp advances 
in prices, For these oficinas using coal 
for fuel the increase is 5d. more than the 
calculation on petroleum; therefore, ofi- 
cinas working with coal can be said to 
be facing an imerease in production costs 
of 27d. per quintal, as against the cost 
before the war, 

Production during June totaled 5,351,140 
Spanish quintals of 101.4 pounds—197,439 
quintals more than in the corresponding 
month of 1916; exports amounted to 3,- 
279,022 quintals, a decline of 938,789 quin- 
tals. For the first six months of the last 
four years production and export totals 
(expressed in quintals) compare as fol- 


lows :—1914—production 32,130,000, exports 
26,144,200; 1915—production 12,689,000, ex- 
ports 18,066,400; 1916—production 32,236,000, 


exports, 29,368,000; 1917—production 32,141,- 
700, exports 26,713,700. 

In 9 per cent. prompt an order was 
placed at the commencement of the fort- 
night at 9s. 5d.@9s. 7d. ($2.29@2.33 U. §8.), 
but we have not heard of further sales 
notwithstanding the fact that there have 
been purchasing orders in the market at 


10s. ($2.43) and even more for a fairly 
large quantity. For July-December this 
year we understand firm offers at 10s, 
have been made for two or three thou- 


sand tons without finding a seller. For 
October-December, 1917, a sale is recorded 
at 9%. 5d., also early in the fortnight. 
For next year we only know of a trans- 
action of a smal! string over the second 
half at 9s. 84d. ($2.12), but rumors have 
been current that before this sale fairly 
large lots have been sold at 8s. 74d. 
($2.10), also covering July to December. 
For January-June, 1918, keen interest has 
been shown by buyers asking for a sell- 
er’s price, but these have been withhold- 
ing. 

In refined quality we have not heard of 
any sales for any position during the 
fortnight and the market is unsettled as 
sellers for small lots, July delivery, offer 
at 10s. 244d. ($2.48), whereas we ‘under- 
stand that there are buyers at 10s, 314d. 
and perhaps at 10s. 4d. ($2.50 and $2.51) for 
larger quantities, for which sellers ask 
10s. 6d. ($2.56). We quote 95 per cent. July- 
September 10s. 1d. ($2.45); October-Decem- 
ber, 10s. ($2.43); January-June, 1918, 9s. 
2d. ($2.23), July-December, 1918, 8s. 9d. 
($2.13), and refined July, 10s. 244d.@i0s. 
6d. ($2.48@2.56), according to quantities; 
all ‘‘alongside’’ terms, mostly nominal. 

As an estimate, the average cost of 
production before the war may be taken 
as slightly below 5s. ($1.22) and the av- 
erage selling price between 6s, 6d. and 
fis. 9d, (between $1.58 ond $1.64).

NITRATE IN CAVES. ° 





Southern Deposits Worked During 
Civil War Suggested as Source 
of Supply. 


Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 

In connection with the search for pot- 
ash and nitrates in the United States the 
government receives many reports of 
supposedly valuable discoveries. ; 

A letter recently received by the United 
States Geological Survey describes a cave 
in one of the Southern States which was 
worked by the Confederacy during the 
Civil War for potassium nitrate. This 
eave is said to contain at least 1,000,000 
tons of nitrous earth, which, however, 
contains only 1 to 2 per cent. of nitrate. 
The Survey now states that it seems very 
doubtful whether such material can be 
profitably used as a source of nitrate 
salts. The minimum grade of caliche now 
worked in the Chilean fields contains 12 
per cent. of sodium nitrate, and though 
there has been much criticism of the 
erudeness of the metho@s employed there, 
the work is done by very cheap Indian 
labor, and it is doubtful whether leaner 
material could be worked to advantage 
here, where the price of labor is so much 
higher. Several hundred thousand dollars 
have recently been expended in one of the 
Western States in testing the proposition 
to utilize low-grade nitrate. The results 
have been negative. 

The nitrate caves in the South were 
worked during the Civil War by very 
crude methods, Generally the cave earth 
was shoveled into iron pots, where it was 
treated with water and heated over wood 
fires to leach out its soluble parts. The 
liguor was drawn from one pot into an- 
other and used for treating fresh mate- 
rial until it became a highly concentrated 
solution of nitrate salts. It was then 
drawn off and allowed to cool, whereupon 
the nitrate crystallized. The remaining 
liquor was then employed to leach fresh 
material and the crystals were separat- 
ed and sacked for use.

IN GAS GASOLINE 


Immense Increase in 1916 of 
Casinghead Product—s04 
Plants Engaged. 


Washington, Aug, 2%, 1917. 

Statistics just completed under the su- 
pervision of John D. Northrup, of the 
United States Geological Survey, show 
that the year 1916 was one of marked 
expansion in the natural-gas gasoline in- 
dustry in the United States, 

The quantity of raw gasoline extracted 
from natural gas, including that pro- 
duced by the compression and absorption 
methods, as well as that obtained by the 
use Of vacuum pumps and recovered as 
drips from gas-transmission lines, and 
sold in that year wag 104,212,309 gallons, 
a gain of 38,848,144 gallons, or 59 per cent. 
over the output of 1915. The quantfty 
of commercial gasoline represented by 
this output of raw casinghead product, 
po ng not susceptible of actual determi- 
lation, Was probabl more é 200, 
000,000 gallons, Z oe 

The average price received in 1916 for 
the unblended product at the sources of 
production was 14 cents a gallon and the 
market value of the entire output was 
$14,408,201, a gain of 6 cents in average 
unit price and of $9,257,378, or 180 per 
cent. in total value, compared with 1915. 

The volume of natural gas from which 
this quantity of gasoline was recovered is 
estimated at more than 208, 800,000,000 
cubic feet, the average recovery of gaso- 
line per thousand cubic feet by all meth- 
ods being about have a gallon. 

The number of plants for extracting 
gasoline from natural gas increased from 
414 at the beginning of 1916 to 594 at the 
end of the year, a gain of 43 per cent., 
whereas the combined daily capacity ot 
all plants increased from 232,336 to 484,- 
448 gallons, or about 108 per cent.

Defense Chemical Committee Perfects 
Important War Work—Results 
Kept Close Secret. 


Washington, Aug. 24, 1917. 


Impertant war work along chemical 


lines has been accomplished this week 
by the special chemical committee or- 
ganized under the Council of National 


Defense, of which Dr. W. H. Nichols is 
chairman, 

Having to do with providing adequate 
supplies of all sorts of chemicals and 
acids for the wholesale manufacture of 
muniiions, and for the development of 
new explosives and other agencies of 
destruction, this committee is known to 
be under the surveillance of several of 
the best men in the Intelligence Depart- 
ment of the German Army. Since Ger- 
many has always been a leader in chem- 
ical research and developments it is es- 
pecially desirable that definite knowledge 
of what the United States is doing 
along this line should not come into the 
hands of German agents. 

Iver since war was declared field 
agents of the Department of, the Interior, 
working in co-operation with the special 
chemical committee, have been making 
extensive surveys and detailed summary 
of the sources of supply of all chemicals, 
acids and Minerals that may become va!- 
uable in the war. Some of these surveys 
have been very encouraging, but for the 
most part the information secured is 
being kept a government secret, used only 
to guide the Council of National Defense 
and officials engaged in perfecting war 
plans and war supplies. 


_—— 
Experimental Production of Rubber- 
seed Oil. 


A preliminary inquiry into the possi- 
bility of the commercial utilization of the 
seed of the rubber tree for oil produc- 
tion has been undertaken by the agricul- 
tural authorities in the Federated Malay 
States. From time to time suggestions 
have been made for the utilization for 
this purpose of the seeds of the cultivated 
Para rubber tree, as large quantities of 
the seed go to waste on the rubber plan- 
tations of the Middle East. Experiments 
have proved that not only is the oil ex- 
tracted from the seed suitable for various 
purposes, but that the residue can be 
used for cattle food or as fertilizer. 

Shipments aggregating 2 tons were 
sent to Hull, England, where a firm of 
oil-seed crushers has undertaken to ad- 
vise on the economic possibilities of the 
oil and as to the plant necessary for its 
extraction. It is not considered that it 
will be economically possible to ship seed 
to the United Kingdom to be crushed 
there, but that one or more crushing 
plants might be established in the Fed- 
erated Malay States. 
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MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn, Aug. 22, 1917. 

The market had no feature locally and 
there was only a small amount of flax- 
seed for sale. Different buyers were in 
the market and picked up these offerings 
without hesitation, but they did not bid 
prices up any until today, when a sharp 
advance in the Duluth futures, incidental 
to removing the maximum price restric- 
tion, wouid have allowed of the free ship- 
ment of seed to Duluth at a much better 
return than could have been had locally 
if bids were not advanced, As it was, 
two cars were re-shipped to Duluth, the 
réceiver selling the September hedge 
there at a level that meant a 7-cent gain 
over the best bids received here. Just 


a scattering movement came from the 
country and the best part of the receipts 
came forward in bulkhead car lots. Ele- 
vator stocks decreased sharply during the 
week, dropping down to 4,000 bushels. 

Duluth elevator stocks decreased also. 
Some shipments of seed were made from 
local elevators to the Duluth market 
early in the week to apply on contracts. 

The removal of the Duluth maximum 
price level was accompanied by a burst 
of short covering and a swift advance in 
all futures. The market gained from 10 
to 20 cents before there was any reaction. 
Late last week the members of the Du- 
luth Board of Trade were almost unani- 
mous in their petition that restrictions be 
removed and on Friday the Board of 
Directors announced that restrictions 
would end with Wednesday of this week. 

Crop mews was unchanged. The situa- 
tion in North Dakota is hardly as dark 
as it was painted a little earlier, but 
nobody expects a good crop for the 
Nortiiwest this year. Yields in some sec- 
tions will be heavy, as is indicated by 
scattering reports, but this will not make 
up for the damage done in other sec- 
tions. 

Offerings of new crop seed to arrive 
during the week were somewhat heavier. 
I’rom 1,000 to 2,000 bushels were traded 
in om that basis daily. The price paid 
was $3.45 mostly. ’ 


LINSEED OIL. 


The market was steady all through the 
week, but there was no trade of conse- 
quence. Offerings were moderate as sup- 
plies in tanks are low and there is no 
seed supply coming forward to take care 
of wants that might develop between now 
and the movement of the new crop. Ship- 
ping directions were only fair, some of 
the owners of contracts holding off be- 
cause of ample supplies on hand. Re- 
selling is indulged in from time to time, 
but at present is not important, There is 
no trade in deferred oil to speak of. The 
inquiry is spasmodic yet and neither the 
buyers or sellers seem to want to come 
to terms on important lots. Conditions 
are too unsettled to make it desirable 
for the crushers to commit themselves 
and no doubt the buyers have an idea 
that the market will not make important 
gains from the present level. At any 
rate, the trade is practically nil with bids 
generally unsatisfactory. Crushers would 
like to know more about an outlet for 
their by-product before they press mat- 
ters or load their books up with oil con- 
tracts. Prices quoted around $1.17 today. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL, 


The market is very dull and consid- 
erably lower. Mill feed is more plentiful 
and much cheaper, so the feeders are not 
very keen after oil meal even at conces- 
sions. So far the output of the mills has 
been taken care of and there is no ac- 
cumulation to report. The output this 
week is extremely light and enough stuff 
is wanted to take care of what is left 
over after maturing contracts are taken 
care of. Shipping directions fair. Prices 
quoted at $50@51. ;

DULUTH. 


Duluth, Minn., Aug. 22, 1917. 

The lid is off the flax market, after 
trading having been under restraint since 
June 23; but not a great deal outside 
of the exp‘ected happened, Since the lid 
went on, the market has been held at the 
fixed maximum prices of $3.45 for cash 
and to arrive, and $3.30 for the futures, 
with the exception of the December op 
tlon. The latter opened for trading only 
last week and did not cause any excite- 


ment, there being no seed offered and 


but little bidding being done, 

The’lid came off the rest today, a res- 
olution having been passed to that ef- 
fect last week. About all that was done 
was to put this market in line. During 
the restriction period the Duluth market 
fell away below its usual status, come 
pared with the Winnipeg market. Ordi- 
narily it is 20 cents over Winnipeg, but 
that had been lost and the Duluth quo- 
tations were at one time as much as 
8 cents below Winnipeg. Today that was 
overcome and the seed was boosted to 
its regular price. There was some trad- 
ing, of course, but not so much as was 
expected. The American Linseed Com- 
pany and Spencer Kellogg & Sons bought 
some, but as there was little offered, not 
much could be done. Some selling orders 
were received by wire by certain traders 
and it was this that made possible any 
trading at all. 

It may be that the trading will become 
brisker, but indications are mot favorable 
to such a condition. That there is a 
heavy shortage of the seed is known. The 
government reports indicate that the pro- 
duction on this side of the line will be 
about 12,800,000 bushels, as compared to 
15,000,400 bushels last year; and reports 
from Canada are that the yield there will 
be in the neighborhood of 3,000,000 bushels, 
as compared with about 6,000,000 bushels 
last year. 

{t all depends on the Argentine. If that 
country shows up the big crop that is 
promised, flax will probably be easier; 
but should anything happen like last 
year, flax will be too precious to let go 
of except at an exceedingly high price.

Increase Steady Since January—Figures on Soy Withdrawn 
in April—Large Increase Since War Began. 


A review of the prices of the principal 
vegetable oils produced in the United 
Kingdom in the six months ended June 
20, 1917, shows a steady and consistent 
rise in values during the whole of this 
period, with the exception of a marke: 
relapse late in January. Raw linseed oil, 
which opened the year at $223.86 per ton, 
naked ex mill at Hull, fell to $205.61 in 
January, but thereafter the market, with 
slight fluctuations, was advancing, and 
the half year closed at $272.62, the highes! 
point on record. 


Linseed Oil. 


Though there has been an appreciation 
of $48 per ton in the six months, linseed 
oil for the greater part of that time has 
been much below its real value, bearing 
in mind the phenomenal cost of linseed 
for some weeks befere the Oil and Fats 
Controller limited the price to $146 per 
ton‘delivered on this side. Even at pres- 
ent prices linseed oi] is not regarded as 
approximating its proper worth and at 
$272.52, less the usual discount, is. still 
much be'ow the maximum fixed by Mr. 
Bigland. 

The slowness_of linseed oil to advance 
no doubt has been due in part to the 
knowledge that considerable stocks exist- 
ed, to the very restricted exports, and lat- 
terly to the reduced corsumptive demand. 
In the !ast two months less than the 
normal quantity of oil has been pro- 
duced, on account of the smaller imports 
of seed, and this has had the effect of 
stiffening the market. 


Refined Cotton Oil. 


Refined cotton oil has followed almost 
a precise'y similar course, and from 
$233.59 per ton naked ex mill Hull on 
January | it has moved up substantially, 
till in May as high as $626.06--an advance 
of $92 per ton—was paid for ordinary 


sceap-making quality. The lowest point 
was $228.75 at the end or January. In this 
case production and consumption have 


been maintained on fairly even lines, and 
the demand has been generally good. 
After a recent relapse refined cotton oil 
has shown a very strong market and 
has advanced to $334.57, less discount, 
which brings it to the controller's maxi- 
mum of $326.06 per ton net. Crude cotton 
oil in the six months advanced from 
$226.29 to $284.69 and is now very scarce 
ard held for $299.29. The lowest point was 
$214.13, but since the move forward in 
February there aas been no looking back. 
The supply of soy oil gave out early

ZINC OXIDE. — Some interest is 
shown in the spot market for ordinary 
grades of zinc oxide, and this arises 
from the fact that first hands are sold 
ahead and are not offering for new 
accounts. This creates a better de- 
mand for whatever offerings are 
available and holders are refusing to 
shade 164%4c, per pound, and in some 
cases ‘will not quote under 17c. per 
pound, although it is stated that buy- 
ers for the most part are not willing 
to pay those prices. The time for a 
new schedule of prices for French 
process zine oxide is approaching, and 
this is of interest to consumers. Dur- 
ing the week there was no change in 
the position of prices as named by 
producers. The prices as established 
some time ago for contracts still hold 
good in the case of both ordinary 
zinc oxide and French process brands.

LITHOPONE — There is a wide 
range in prices quoted for lithopone 
in the local market. For ordinary of- 
ferings there are sellers at 6c. per 
pound, although some producers are 
not quoting, as they are sold ahead 
and need their stocks to take care 
of contract orders, From a minimum 
price of 64%c. per pound asking prices 
based on seller and grade go up to 
#5c. per pound. There is a fair de- 
mand for this material on spot, but 
the market is not active. 


DRY COLORS. 


As far as trading is concerned, the 
market for dry colors shows no inter- 
esting features. Sellers say that de- 
mand is slow and trading is routine. 
Prices are holding on a fairly steady 
basis, with no lessening in cost of raw 
materials. 

BLACKS. 

Firmness in price is still given as 
the predominating feature in the mar- 
ket for carbon gas black. Producing 
costs are reported as holding at high 
levels, and added to this is the fact 
that sellers are unable to do much 
more than take care of existing con- 
tracts, which means that there is 
practically no surplus to offer in the 
spot market. Prices for carbon gas 
black are given at 25@3b5e. per pound. 
Occasionally an offer is heard under 
the inside figure, and in quoting on 
prices it might be mentioned that pri- 
vate terms usually enter into sale. 
Lampblack is firm, with reports that 
dead oil is in limited supply and that 
production of lampblack is being cut 
down.

The supply both 
to imported wzrades, which are 
strengthened by high ocean freight, 
and to domestic grades, since the cost 
of putting them on the market has in- 
creased over normal figures. Italian 
sienna is quoted at 6@10c. per pound 
for burnt and powdered. Domestic 
sienna is quoted at 4@5c. per pound, 
and the same quotation is given for 
domestic grades of umber. No offer- 
offerings of German vandy, brown 
are heard, and the market for this 
product is entirely nominal. 


GREENS. 


There is very little cal] for Paris 
green, but this is offset to consider- 
able extent by the fact that stocks in 
sellers’ hands have been well depleted. 
Some sellers are not quoting, but 
others are said to have granted con- 
cessions in order to get rid of their 
holdings. Trading in this material, 
however, is not important at present. 
Chemically pure chrome green is hold- 
ing steady, with prices based on gradé 
and quotations given at 32@50c. per 
pound. Grinders’ chrome green 4s 
quoted at 13@18c. per pound and com- 
mon at 8@10c. per pound. 

REDS. 


Offers of English vermilion were re- 
ported this week at prices ranging 
from $1.75 to $1.90 per pound. Tuscan 
red has ibeen on the market at differ- 
ent prices, with some of the better 
grades said to be held as high as 
34@35¢c. per pound. The lower grades 
are offered at 25c. per pound and the 
market quotations covering all offer- 
ings is given at 25@35c. per pound, 
Standard Indian reds show a range 
based on quality, with sellers asking 
7@10c. per pound. 

YELLOWS. 


Chemically pure chrome yellow is 
quiet, but with the chemicals which are 
used in making this color at high prices, 
the producers of the finisheq product 
are not inclined to shade prices and re- 
port the market to be in a firm position. 
Trading is not featured in any way and 
most reports say that only moderate 
lots are moving. Quotations are given 
at 24@30c. per pound. French ocher 
is in limited supply and values are 
strong, with some sellers asking 5c. per 
pound for moderate sized lots. Domes- 
tic ocher is quoted at $24@30 per ton. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


The market for some of these ma- 
terials still remains in a more or less 
nominal position. This is due to the 
fact that sellers are not able to offer 
freely amd any prices given usually 
refer to specific quantities, and are 
given subject to previous sale. This is 
true especially of the market for chalk, 
whiting and putty. The glue market 
also is difficult to define as far as giving 
a fixed price is concerned. Window 
glass is said to be slated for higher 
price levels. 

BARYTES.—Sales of barytes are said 
to have been made on a basis of $30 per 
ton. While consumption of this ma- 
terial so far this year has shown ex- 
pansion over the corresponding period 
last. year, the demand at present is not 
active. Offerings of off color barytes 
are heard at different levels, with re- 
ports that $21 per ton has been quoted 
f. o. b. works. For the better grades, 
prices are quoted at $30@$34 per ton. 

CHALK.—In a recent issue we gave 
imports of chalk for the ten months 
ending May, together with values for 
same. The publishing of these values 
has. given rise to some uncertainty in, 
the trade, as they appear to be too low 
to harmonize with values now held as

Som 
importers say that rates from the Fx 
East have advanced recently and given 
a firmer tone to gums which come from 
that section. Advices from primary 
markets state that stocks of gu 
awaiting shipment are not large ani 
that holders are asking high prices 
Arrivals of kauri gum in recent months 
have shown a preponderance of lower 
grades with the higher grades in limited 
supply both here and at primary points 
Prices for all grades of gums are firmly 
maintained, although no material ai- 
vances were noted during the week. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


Reports that higher boxing charge 
would go into effect soon have bea 
borne out since some manufacturers 4l- 
ready have put up their prices, and ii 
is expected that this movement will b 
more or less general. This in itself is 
sufficient to give a firm tone to th 
market, but it is also expected thata 
change in discounts will be made which 
will mean higher prices for glass to 
the consuming trade. Labor costs om 
the coming fire will be higher, and with 
raw materials also commanding higher 
prices, it necessarily follows that it wil 
cost more to turn out the finished proé- 
uct. Demand for glass at present i 
comparatively light, but production 8 
not large and stocks in sellers’ hanés 
have been reduced materially since the 
closing of the hand-operated plants 
Hence, there are no accumulations t 
depress values.

LINSEED OIL. 


The local oil market has held a 
strong position throughout the period, 
Resale oil offered under the asking 
prices of crushers gave an easy tone 
in the early part of the week but first 
hands for the most part were not in- 
clined to indulge in competitive sell- 
ing and all occurrences in the seed 
markets were in favor of firmer mar- 
kets for both seed and oil. On Wea- 
nesday the maximum prices which had 
been maintained on the seed options 
at Duluth were removed and trading 
was permitted with no restrictions as 
to price. At once there was a rise in 
seed values and the upward swing to 
prices was maintained over the bal- 
ance of the week. Naturally this had 
a strengthening effect on oil prices, but 
the quotation of crushers was steadily 
held at $1.24 per gallon, with some 
asking $1.25 per gallon. The fact that 
oil prices did not respond to the ad- 
vances in seed is due to the nominal 
position of seed as long as the maxi- 
mum price existed as this created a 
situation where oil values were estab- 


lished independent of seed and the 
rise in seed merely placed oil and 
seed on a parity. According to some 


sellers the rise in seed late in the 
week carried values above the parity 
of oil and there is a very strong tone 
to th market at present with advances 
in quotations generally expected. There 
is a quiet demand for oil and buyers 
who are not covered ahead are pur- 
suing the policy of buying from hand 
to mouth. With the coming of the 
fall season however, a more active de- 
mand for oil is sure to arise and the 
fact that consumers have not been 
taking on large amounts in recent 
months should accentuate the demand. 
The cake market is not active and with 
exports shut off there is no interest in 
that commodity. 

The features in seed this week are 
found in the jump in prices as soon 
as the restrictions on trading were 
taken off. There is not much seed 
coming to Northwestern markets and 
prices are easily influenced even by 
moderate buying. Another important 
item in the news of the week was the 
statement- that an export tax was in 
contemplation on the part of the Ar- 
gentine Government and that this was 
to go into effect at once. While all 
advices from the Argentine have fa- 
vored the prospects of a large yield of 
seed there this year, the export tax 
may be a factor in preventing low 
prices for this seed at consuming mar- 
kets. The domestic crop of seed is 
very spotted, as reports of good pros- 
pects are intermingled with those in- 
dicating that the yield per acre will 
be small and the quality poor. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires seed markets from our own cor- 
respondents will be found on page 20.

Linseed Coke'and Meal. 


The market for linseed cake remains 
in a nominal position, Some _ ship- 
ments are reported to the West In- 
dies and other nearby points, but there 
is no cake going out to European mar- 
kets and trading is practically nil. 
No fixed prices are given, but pend- 
ing developments in the export situa- 
tion sellers are refraining from nam- 
ing prices and any price would be 
meaningless as long as transactions 
could not be consummated. A fair call 
for meal continues in Western mar- 
kets. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 

An irregular market has ruled this 
week. In the early part of the period 
record prices were established for hogs 
and there was a general feeling of 
firmness throughout the entire list of 
fats. Intrinsically, values for oil were 





regarded as sound, but trading was 
disturbed by report that the govern- 
ment would place an embargo on ex- 
ports of fats and meats and the pos- 
sibility of price fixation for all food- 
stuffs also overshadowed the market. 
Actual demand for oil is light and this 
is one of the factors which prevents 
material advances in price. On Thurs- 
day the government report was issued, 
showing stocks of oil in the country. 
Taking the total as expressed in refined 
oil it is found that the stccks on hand 
at the first of the month were around 
$15,000 barrels and this had a bearish 
effect on values in the local market 
and brought out some selling orders. 
Weakness in oil also was helped along 
by a slump in the hog market, but 
lard values in the latter part of the 
period did not decline, One of the fea- 
tures to the oil market was the switch- 
ing from nearby options to more dis- 
tant. ones. This was especially notice- 
able in switches from September to 
January. Crude oil has been largely 
nominal, but prices for shipment from 
the Southeast have held around $1.02 
per gallon, although the market was 
higher in the middle of the week, when 
a local buyer was credited with bid- 
ding $1.03 per gallon for September 
shipment. Below is a detailed market 
report of transactions for each day 
during the past week, together with a 
table of sales, receipts and exports, and 
telegrams from the crude oil centers:

There was only moderate activity in the lard 
market here during the last week, but prices 
followed the lead of hogs and mounted slowly 
and steadily, the cash close for leaf lard hav- 
ing increased 5Uc, a hundred pounds within 
the week. With the attainment by hogs of a 
$20-record today, the opinion was general that 
the porkers had reached the top in the matter 
of price. The continued light run of hogs 
played an important part in the boosting of 
lard prices. 

Hog receipts at the leading Western plants 
were estimated at 48,500, compared with 64.000 
a year ago. Returns of the packing of the 
West for the week indicated a decrease ot 
100,000 hogs, cOmpared with the previous week 
and a decrease of 208,000 compared with the 
corresponding week of last year. It is further 
reported that since March 1 the manufacture 
of hog products at the principal packing points 
of the West has decreased 140,000,000 pounds, 
compared with the corresponding period of a 
year ago.

NEW YORK. 

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. — A 
quiet period is reported by local sellers, 
with prices showing but little varia- 
tion. An easier tone was noted in the 
latter part of the period, due to a sim- 
ilar situation at primary points. Prices 
at Southern markets were influenced 
somewhat by an increase in _ stocks. 
With the coming of the fall months a 
better consuming outlet is looked for, 
and this causes some holders to re- 
frain from pressing sales. Shipments 
at Savannah for the week were 1,521 
barrels, Receipts were 2,278 barrels. 
Stocks are 34,664 barrels, compared 
with 24,341 barrels last week and 19,102 
barrels last year at this time. At Jack- 
sonville the price was 37%c. a gallon 


at the close. London stocks on August 
4 were 34,867 barrels, against 32,726 
barrels in 1916 and 26,178 in 1915 for 
the corresponding periods. The fol- 
lowing table shows the range of spirits 
of turpentine in the local market for 
each day during the past week.

ROSIN.—Some grades are reported 
to be in small supply in the local mar- 
ket, and this enables holders to secure 
full quotation prices and gives a firm 
appearance to the market. The scarcity 
is more noticeable in the better grades. 
Some of the large consuming trades 
are buying less than is usual and trad- 
ing in general is not active. Accord- 
ing to Southern advices, total ship- 
ments at Savannah for the week were 
4,863 barrels; receipts, 9,811 barrels, 
and stocks at the close were 94,853 bar- 
rels, compared with 74,946 barrels last 
week and 70,430 barrels last year at 
this time.

TAR AND PITCH.—A firm market 
has continued throughout the period, 
with trading restricted by the lack of 
stocks on hand. Kiln tar is quoted lo- 
cally at $15 per barrel. Retort tar is 
held nominally at $16 a barrel. Pitch 
prices are quoted at $4.25 per 200- 
pound barrel, gross weight, and $4.75 
for green. 

ROSIN AND PINE OILS. — The 
higher grades were scarce in most 
quarters, and some sellers were not 
quoting. In all cases prices were firm, 
with stocks comparatively low. There 
is no change in the position of the 
lower grades.

in petroleum appear to vary very 

much in their chemical constitution, 
thus some of them are decomposed with 
comparative ease, for sulphuretted hy- 
drogen gas is evolved on distilling the 
oil. In some cases this is probably due 
to the actual presence of sulphuretted 
hydrogen dissolved in the ofl. In other 
oases, however, it can only be produce 
by the decomposition of some unstable 
compound of sulphur. That this is the 
case is demonstrated by the fact that if 
oll is first washed to remove free sul- 
phuretted hydrogen and subsequently dis- 
tilled, suliphuretted hydrogen is given. off, 
whilst in not a few cases further quanti- 
ties cf this gas are again evolved on 
redistillation, 

It will readily be understood that the 
isolation and examination of the sulphur- 
compounds in order to identify them is a 
matter of great difficulty. The _ boiling- 
point of a given organic sulphur-com- 
pound may be identical with the’ boiling- 
point of the hydro-carbon contained in 
the same fraction of the oil. In such a 
Case it would obviously be impossible to 
separate the one from the other by frac- 
tional distillation. The only method of 
procedure possible would be to combine 
this sulphur-compound with some reagent, 
such, for example, as mercury chloride. 
If such a product were crystalline or 
forined a heavy liquid it might be possible 
to separate it from the oil. The mer- 
cury-compound could then be decom- 
posed, for example, with sulphuretted 
hydrogen, when the free original sulphur- 
compound would be obtained. gut al- 
though a few classes of compounds might 
be umenable to such treatment, many 
would not, 


Treatment of Ohio Oils. 


According to Sir Boverton Redwood, the 
Ohio oils; which have an_ unpleasant 
odor owing to the presence of sulphur, 
and at one time could not be employed as 
iiluminating oils, are desulphurized as 
follows. Cupric oxide is used as the de- 
sulphurizer, and is employed in two ways. 

(1) The crude oil, without being treated 
with reagents, is distilled, the vapors be- 
ing passed through vessels containing 
cupric oxide. The sulphur in the oil re- 
acts with the cupric oxide, forming cup- 
rceus sulphide. The vapors, freed from 
sulphur, then pass forward and are con- 
densed. By this means the whole of the 
volatfle portion of the crude oil is desul- 
phurized. 

(2) The oil is distilled in the usual man- 
ner, the light spirit and illuminating oil 
being separated from the heavier oils. 
They are then transferred to another still 
provided with an agitator, in which they 
are heated with finely divided cupric 
oxide, the mixture at the same time be- 
ing energetically agitated. On being dis- 
tilled off, the distillate is free from sul- 
phur. <A considerable excess of copper 
oxide must be emp!oyed. or else the stills 
are rapidly corroded. The retort residue 
is filter-pressed and obtained in cakes. 
These cakes consist of a mixture of 
cuprous sulphide, unchanged cupric oxide, 
and tar. They are placed in a furnace 
and re-oxidized to copper oxide.

Still Another Process. 


Messrs. Lucas, Palmer and myself have 
devised a process which is as yet only jp 
its initial stages, therefore I am not jy 
a position to say very much about it. ]; 
consists in the treatment of the oil at 
high temperatures with gascous am. 
monia. The oil may either be liquid of 
gaseous. If the oil is liquid the pres. 
sure must be kept sufficiently high to 
prevent the oil gasifying at the tempera. 
ture to which it is subjected. On the 
other hand, the temperature should be 
sufliciently high to cause the ammonia to 
commence to dissociate. When, the oil js 
treated in the form of vapor it is passed 
through a heating system together with 
the ammonia before being condensed, We 
have found that sulphuretted hydrogen 
is given off from oils containing sulphur 
when treated in this way. It is an inter. 
esting point that oils containing sulphur 
when heated in contact with ammonia 
give off no sulphuretted hydrogen until 
a specific temperature is reached. This 
temperature appears to vary with differ. 
ent oils. The quantity of ammonia re- 
quired seems to be only that necessary 
to react with the sulphur present in the 
oil to form sulphuretted hydrogen, We 
believe that the action is due to the dis- 
sociation of the ammonia Furthermore, 
we are of the opinion that with unsatur- 
ated sulphur-compounds saturation as 
well as desulphurization may take place

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Petroleum Market Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Aug, 25, 1917. 


Now that the crude oil market has 
begun i's upward climb there seems to 
be no liesitancy in any of the fields 
as to the wisdom of a general increase, 
for following the jump registered last 
week it: Pennsylvania, the largest pur- 
chasing agency jin that field on Mon- 


day last lifted the quotation 25 cents 
to $3.50 a barrel, thus effecting a 40- 
cent increase in this grade in eight 
days. Corning, Cabell and Somerset 


were given the benefit of a 10-cent in- 
crease also, making a 20-cent uplift 
within the same eight-day period. 
Kansis-Oklahoma on Saturday last 
climbed 10 cents to a $2 basis, and the 


expecte'| happened on Monday, when 
the North Texas group, Corsicana 
light, [lectra, Strawn, Thrall, Hen- 


rietta, Moran and Yale took on a 10- 
cent increase to the same $2 
while the Healdton price was raised 5 
cents. 

On Wednesday the pipelines in the 
Shreveport, La., district also joined 
the optimists and announced a record 
price for crude petroleum there, with 
an advance of 10 cents a barrel on 
light, making the price $2, and De 
Soto $1.90, with the Red River oils on 
a $1.50 basis. 

And as Canada always follows mid- 
continent, a 20-cent uplift was regis- 
tered there, with a quotation of $2.48. 

Just where and when the next 
change will be made is a problem, for 
with Pennsylvania crude at $3.50 a bar- 
rel, the highest point since January 
96, 1877, there are few prophets who 
care to bind themselves too closely as 
to just what may come next. 

The mid-continent price today is a 


record. The first quotations in 1902 
were $1,12 under the name of Neo- 
desha. The range in 1912 was from a 


low of 53 cents, January 2, to a high 
of 83. In 19138 the price increased 
steadily from 86 cents to $1.03, while in 
1914 it declined from $1.05 on February 
2 to 55 cents October 1. The low in 
1915 was 40 cents on February 15, from 
which the quotation climbed steadily 
toa high of $1.20 on December 14. 

Last year was a seesaw, from $1.25 
on January 20 to $1.55 March 14, then 
down to 90 cents August 26, ending the 
year at $1.40. The record since then 
has been a steady advance. 

The lute field operations have noth- 
ing of moment to consider as factors 
in the demand for increased output of 
crude petroleum. California, despite 
an increased number of new wells and 
a large amount of new work, is still 
retrograding, as far as stocks are con- 
cerned, with a reduction of more than 
1,330,000 barrels in July. The produc- 
tion in the older fields is about on a 
parity with that of recent weeks, while 
in Kansas-Oklahoma no new large 
producers have swelled the production. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Despite the increase in crude petro- 
leum prices during the past 10 days 
there has been no general increase in 
refined products quotations. The iso- 


‘ lated instance locally was on Tuesday 


last, when the quotations on naphthas 
and gasoline for export in 10-gallon 
drums only were increased 2% cents a 
gallon. There had already been sev- 
eral changes in export prices on the 
same distillates, but only in cases. 
The increasing cost of containers is 
credited with all of the recent uplifts 
i quotations on expert products of 
this description, 
On Friday the Standard Oil Com- 
Pany of Indiana advanced the price of 
gasoline, refined oil and naphtha 1 
cent‘a gallon everywhere in its dis- 
tribution district. The company stated 
that, while there has been a let-up in 
Sasoline consumption by pleasure cars 
during the past two months, the in- 
creased consumption for agricultural 
purposes ‘More than offset the differ- 
ence. The Standard prices of 20c. a 
Sallon for gasoline were sustained for 
months in the Chicago district with- 
out change, and it is estimated that, 
were the price to be based on crude 
values, the t\uotation would be at 
least 2c. if not 4c. more.

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 24, 1917. 


A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, Southeastern, 
Central and Northwestern Ohio, Indiana, IIlI- 


nois and Kentucky, for the week shows a 
slight -iaiiing off in the number of finished 
wells, production, and in gas wells and dry 


holes a heavy increase. 

With such advances as have been made tho 
past several days by the buying agencies on 
crude oi! there is no doubt that the condition of 
stocks and fulure supply are worrying oil com- 
panies. Yet never in the history of the oil in- 
dustry has the drill failed to respond to the 
high markets, and eventually after several 
months of probing new fields have been opened 
which caused a reaction. 


The wildcatters are doing practicaly nothing 
in the hign-grade fields, with the exception of 
Kentucky, wnere that iine of work is very ac- 
tive over Close to thirty counties, but the fact 
that only a few feet of pipe are required to 
drill the shallow wells hag caused a rusn of not 
only the oil man of small capital, but the large 
concerns are taking a hand in the hunt for 
new and productive pools in the shallow sands. 

It is an interesting tact that the cost of opera- 
tions hus increased more than one hundred per 
cent. in the past year and a half, and trom 
this it is easy to determine why there has not 
been more drilling in the old districts where 
the results are almost certain to be nothing 
better than light pumpers, In. the high-grade 
fields developments have been Jight during the 
past week and of very little interest, Search- 
ing for new producing territory results in dis- 
appointment and it looks now as though the 
year would -.close- without any discoveries of 
sufficient importance to claim attention, In the 
sections tried out nothing hag been found to 
Stimulate a further search. Confidence has 
been shaken as in no previous year, Owing to 
the high cost of drilling operators have grown 
conservative. During the past few years so 
much territory has been tested and found non- 
productive that producers are at a loss to 
Know where to look with anything like an even 
chance of finding a strictly new fleld. In old 
districts development work continues in a 
routine manner, with the work confined to 
drilling additional locations in defined territory. 


Kentucky. 


One of the features of the western section 
of Kentucky is, the announcement that there 
will soon be a market for the product of the 
Scottsville field in Allen ’county. Oil has now 
been produced for about three years in this 
county without a pipeline, the only market 
being tank car shipments, with a gearcity of 
tank cars to handle the product. “Plans for in- 
stalling of a refinery at the #mall hamlet of 
Petroleum on the Scottsville-Gallatine branch 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad and 
south a few miles from Scottsville, near the 
Kentucky-Tennessee State line. The company 
has been organized and work on the plant will 
begin in the very near future. When this plant 
is built a great many more wells will be put 
to producing. Wells which have been drilled 
and only produce a barrel er so will be put 
on the pump, and many others will be drilled 
in the vast area of territory that is known as 
light producing stuff. While the location of 
Petroleum is off the main line and not as de- 
sirable a shipping point as required, it will an- 
swer the purpose. 

While developments made in the western sec- 
tion of Allen county have not been satisfactory 
to those that have drilled there, arrangements 
are being made to test out the lower forma- 
tions, and deep tests will be sunk, Anderson 
T, Herd, the New York operator, who controls 
a large acreage in the western section of the 
county, will drill a well on the Thomas tract to 
a depth of 1,200 feet. South four miles from 
Scottsville the Eastern Oi] Company of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., is now at work on a deep well on 
‘the Brown tract, and some deep tests will be 
made to the north and west of Scottsville. The 
advance in the price of Kentucky oil will make 
operations more lively. The drawback for a 
great active drilling campaign is due alone to 
the scarcity of oil drillers and material. Drill- 
ers are slow in the finishing of wells owing to 
the fact that only twelve hours a day is con- 
sumed in drilling, while the drill should be kept 
busy night and day as in other fields. Con- 
tractors claim that they cannot secure prac- 
tical drillers enough to run two towers a day, 
but it ig bound to come to this within a short 
time, as leaseowners are anxious to have wells 
finished as rapidly as they can. 

So many wildcat wells are under way in dif- 
ferent parts of Kentucky that it is impossible 
to kee? pace with them, That the great possi- 
bilities of finding rich pools of oil in Rowan 
county are appreciated by the oil men all over 
the country is shown by the present activity, 
and large plans for extensive and immediate 
development. With the Ragland and Olympia 
fields near by and the Berea, Irvine and Clin- 
ton sands underlying the county the prospector 
has the chance of three good oll bearing sands 
at depths ranging from 200 to 1,000 feet, The 
Ohio Oil Company has leased a large boundary 
from Senator Bradley and is now drilling a 
test on+tbie. lease.south of the. railroad and 
west of Moreread. The National Producers’ 
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Oil. Company, of Chicago, has purchased Icases 
near Hida and wiil tes, vue tne territory. 
Sanderson & Co, are now .Near the sand ina 
lest petween Morenead and tne Magara’ held. 
‘he Mentucky Producers’ Uil Compapy has 
Startea work on the Gilmore tract, to tne norin 
of Hodburn, on Big Perry Creek. DVimmick & 
Co. have macninery on toe gruund tor driliing 
two wiidcat welis in the nurtinern section .or 
Kowan = cvunty. Numerous operatois irom 
Unio, Indiana, Lllinois and Okiahoma are se- 
curing acreage in the county. «utepresentatives 
ot the Carter Oil Company, Arkansas Natural 
Gas Company, Kanawha Oil Company, the 
Unio Cities Gas Company, the Empire Gas ana 
Fuel Company, the Cosuen Company, Sinciair 
Oil and Gas Company, the Gypsy Oil Company 
and other large operating concerns have visited 
the field and tnink well of the prospects, 

‘the deepest test well drilled in Estill county 
has veen noished and is a tailure. his well 
was drilled by the lucky Star Oil Company 
on the Walling tract, on White Oak Creek, 
about five mites north of irvine. The hole was 
dritled to a depth of 2,766 feet, where sait 
water was encountered. The rig has been 
moved to Paintsville, in Johnson county, where 
the contractor will drill an important wildcat 
well ter the Le Roy Adams ©il Company.

Beller & Smith are drilling an important test 
well on the Hensley tract, near Beechville, in 
the north end of Metcalf county.

One of the important of the late wells re-

In Pulaski county the Wood Oil Company, 
One of the oldest producing concerns in Ken- 
tucky, was delayed in moving their drilling 
machine to the western part of the county, but 
nope to have a well under drilling operations 
within a few days. This company will drill 
Sufficient wells to give that section of the 
county a most thorough test. The first well 
has been located on White Creek. The Senate 
Oil Company, of West Virginia, now driiling 
five miles east of Somerset, is moving machin- 
ery on the ground for some test work on Old 
Weather Creek. Five wells will be drilled in 
the county by this company. It is estimated

south of Disputanta, in the northeastern sec- 
tion of Rockcastle county. This game com- 
pany, in connection with the Republic Oj].Com- 
pany, is drilling a test well on the Treadway 
tract on Cove Branch, southwest of Orlando, 
north of Livingstone and in the eastern part 
of the county. Coon & Haskell, of Muskogee, 
Okla., are drilling a test well near Snider 
Station. in the northern part of the county.

WYOMING. 


Casper, Wyo., Aug. 20, 1917, 
The refineries of Wyoming are gettiig into 
shape to handle what looks like enor- 
mous production of crude petroleur This 
large production may not materia dur- 


ing the present year, but in 1918. if the 
oil conditions are right and plenty ! ma- 
terial can be had, the State will ow its 
real value. There has been just nough 
work accomplished throughout the State to 
show to the world that it is going to be a 
great oil field. There is not a real] irilling 
activity in Wyoming, as one thinks $ it is 
almost impossible to get pipe and other ma. 
terial. There are a great many w: drill- 
ing, but not what there would be were con- 
ditions better. Labor is also scarce, ang 
good experienced drillers are demanding as 
high as $10 per day for their work ‘nd are 
getting it. The drilling is rather hurd and 
slow and it requires a man of experience 
to handle the “temper screw” on a wildcat 
well where the formations are as t prae- 
tically unknown. 

Substantial rumors that the government's 
policy will be more liberal, that wells that 
have been drilled and shut m are to be re- 
leased and the warranted belief that the 
buying companies are about to make another 
concession in favor of the produce for his 
crude oil are some of the factors that have 


greatly helped in strengthening the Wyom- 
ing market. The government o r will 
release a large number of shut-in ells in 


the Salt Creek field, 

There are many things accomplished of 
late that make the fields look better to the 
publie. The increase in the capitalization 
of the Midwest Refining Company from $20,. 
000,000 to $50,000,000 recently at its annual 
meeting in Maine shows that the company 
is well satisfied with what it is doing and 
is anxious to do more. 


Big Muddy Field. 


The absorbing topic in oil circles continues 
to be the development of the Big Muddy 
field. Already proven in area to be larger 
than the famous Salt Creek field, and with 
produXion in each new well brought in, it 
is receiving the attention and consideration 
it has merited since the drilling in of the 
Merritt well into the Wall Creek sand, in 
section 10, last November. 

In spite of the apparent slowness in jts 
development, its production is now esti- 
mated to be largely in excess of 5,000 bar- 
rels per day, with the oil-Producing sands 
hardly scratched. What its’ productive ca- 
pacity wiil be within a year is hard toe 
estimate. 

Although the production of oil in the Big 
Muddy field is known by everyone to be 
an cnormous amount, very few of the people 
in the vicinity are informed as to the 
nuntber of barrels, as the well owners 
usually keep this to themselves, It is re- 
ported that a total of 61 wells have been 
drilled in the Big Muddy field. Five of 
th wells are producing oil from the Wall 
Creek sand and two struck their pay in 
the Stray sand above the Wall Creek forma. 
tion The Fenix well near Glenrock in 
section 2 is one of the latter. These 
seven wells each produce from 200 up to 
1,000 barrels. A number of other wells 
drilled in the shallow or Shannon sands pro- 
duce from 10 to 500 barrels each. No one 
has yet made a successful attempt to get a 
correct authentie report of the production of 
each of these wells. However, some predict 
that were the 61 wells allowed to produce 
what they could, the production wou'd reach 
close to 20,000 barrels a day. 

The Midwest Refining Company has closed 
a contract to drill five wells upon the 46 
acre tract controlled by the Young Oil Com 
pany in section 3-33-76 west, the first vem

TEXAS PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Tex., Aug. 20, 1917. 


During the week in review in the Northern 
Texas fields nothing of a sensational order 
developed and the old pools just about held 
their own. There were only eight wells fin- 
ished, of which two were dry, leaving six pro- 
ducing wells, with a new production of 395 
parrels daily. The best completions of the 
week as usual came from the Burkburnett pool 
in Wichita county. 
During the month just passed in the Texas 
Panhandle district the runs amounted to 925,- 
(2 barrels. Electra led with 534,337 barrels, 
and Petrolia, in Clay county, had 23,168 bar- 
res; Archer county had 4,898, Iowa Park 2,000 
tarrels, Strawn 33,200 ‘barrels and Moran and 
the wildcat districts had 15,000 barrels. When 
compared with the figures of the previous 
month it shows an increase of 48,680 barrels. 
This increase is due mainly to the Burkbur- 
nett pool. The shipments were fairly well 
distributed between the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company and the Texas Company. The first 
cmpany’s shipments amounted to 391,231 bar- 
rls and the Texas Company had 568,009 bar- 
tls, of which 4,567 barrels was run by the 
Panther Oil Company to Holliday and shipped 
to the Dixie Refining Company of San An- 
tonio, Tex.. and 2,231 barrels by other small 
private lines, but added to the runs of the 
Texas Company. The Panhandle Refining Com- 
pany shipped 78,345 barrels and the Texas and 
Pacific Coal Company 33,200 barrels. The 
Magnolia Petroleum Company took 21,873 bar- 
rela from its Ejectra storage, while at Petrolia 
the Texas Company took from stocks 26,73 
varrels. The stocks at the close of the month 
Were 450,050 barrels. The runs of Corsicana 
light of! during the past month were 9,334 bar- 
rls, and the amount of heavy oil run was 
857 barrels, giving the Corsicana district 
4 total of 25,192. At Strawn the runs were 
%200 barrels and the shipments were the 
same, 
Four completions were reported 
Burkburnett pool during the week, with a new 
production of 355 barrels.

The above tabulated figures are a resume of 
the runs delivered and stocks for the month of 
July in the Oklahoma and Kansag field. Aside 
from the above figures of 80,063,000 barrels 
held in storage in the two fields mentioned 
above there are some 14,000,000 barrels in 
storage on private tank farms and leases in 
the Cushing, Healdton and Kansas fields. 
During the month the runs amounted to 11,- 
028,050 barrels, or a daily average of 355,744 
barrels. When compared with the figures for 
the month of June there is shown an increase 
of 930,002 barrels for the monthly runs. The 
shipments also show an increase of some 
800,663 barrels over the previous month’s re- 
port, but the stocks on hand at the close of 
the month were less than those of June by 
155,516 barrels. The operators in the Heald- 
ton pool in Carter county who have been 
storing oil are now convinced of the wisdom of 
their policy in waiting for higher prices be- 
fore disposing of their production. The two 
recent lv-cenct advances in the credit balances 
will no doubt cause a great deal of the storage 
oil on hand to be sold. There is approximately 
13,600,000 barrels in storeage at the present 
time in this pool. In section 24-22-4, in the 
Healdton pool, the Healdton Oil and Gas Co. 
drilled in a good well which yields a black 
oil of 45.56 gravity, the only one of its kind 
in that district. The top of the sand was 
struck at 1,197 feet and was penetrated thir- 
teen inches when the black oil was encoun- 
tered. This well had attracted widespread 


attention, 
Tax on Oil. 


State Auditor B®. B. Howard, of Oklahoma 
City, on his yeariy report shows tax collec- 
tions amounting to $3,498,923.04 by hig de- 
partment for the fiscal year ending June 30. 
The 3 per cent. production tax made the 
largest record by far. The report shows that 
$3,065,316.54 was ‘brought into the State 
treasury by this tax. The next greatest 
suurce of revenue ‘was the Income tax, which 
amounted to $338,668.71. Business of the de- 
partment was carried out at an expense of 
$35,668.72, which figured 1 per cent. of the 
amount of revenue the department collected.

Houston, Tex., Aug. 20, 1917. 

While there have been no changes reported 
jn credit balance quotations in the Gulf coast 
districts in the month, advances in other divi- 
sions have had a heartening effect upon South 
Texas and South Louisiana operators. A num- 
ber of Houston operators have been directly 
benefited by the advances in North Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kansas, and an advance may 
be looked for later In coastal districts, Until 
recently there have been no advances in either 
refined or crude petroleum. 


The recent advance of 1 cent a gallon in 
gasoline and refined in Texas territory followed 
naturally the advances in crude elsewhere, and 
both can still go considerably higher without 
being out Pf proportion with other necessities. 
The tue) xuarket still remains in a demoralized 
cn@ftion, all the larger marketing companies 
having withdrawn all quotations from the pub- 
lic. As a result, brokers have been doing a 
fairly brisk business in supplying local con- 
cerns, and producing companies with free oil 
are asking a premium instead of begging the 
pipelines to take their oil, as was the case a 
few months ago. 


Another Boom for Sour Lake. 


The finding of a light oil a mile ahead of 
production at Sour Lake let this old re- 
liable field in for another boom. Always 
when production has begun to decline in 
this district, either an extension or a deeper 
pay has been found to revive interest. In 
the week the Producers’ Oil Company tapped 
asand around 3,000 feet in its test on the 
Cora Lee Jackson tract north of where it 
hag been drilling on the Asche, It was flow- 
ing by heads the middle of the week, the 
oil being reported about 32 gravity, The 
Yount-Lee Oil Company’s well on the Mer- 
chant, in the southern extension, is still pro- 
ducing around 1,000 barrels a day from be- 
low 4,200 feet. Its deep producer on the 
Gilbert, about the same depth, is making 
around 100 barrels. The company has 
started No. 4 Gilbert and will try for an- 
other deep producer. The average daily pro- 
duction of Sour Lake for the week was 
12,500 barrels, - At the end of the week, there 
were 18 tests drilling and derricks up at 
three new locations. During the week the 
Producers’ Oil Company abandoned No. 1 
Merchant at 3,375 feet. The Grayburg Oil 
Company’s No. 4 Jackson, a new well, 
started off pumping 200 barrels a day from 
adepth of 2,415 feet. 


Lull at Goose Creek. 


After the excitement caused by the Simms- 
Sinclair 30,000-barrel well of last week, there 
has been a lull. In the meantime prepara- 
tions have been made to cure for the oil 
and an effort will be made to bring the 
well back again. The West Virginia Oil 
Company’s No. 1 on the Dolan strip came 
back Thursday. It had quit flowing and had 
been put on air and was making about 1,500 
barrels of oil and considerable water, On 
Thursday it was reported to be flowing again 
natural and making 3,000 wparrels a day- 
The best completion in the week was the 
Gulf Production Company’s No. 7 Hoffman- 
Gaillard, which came in making 2,500 bar- 
res, The Producers’ Oil Company's No. 6 
Isenhour also came back, flowing at the rate 
of 2,500 barrels from a depth of 2,250 feet. 
On Spillman’s Island the Simms-Sinclair 
interests are down 3,800 feet, and on Atkin- 
son Island, at Morgan's Point, Paul Briant 
and associates are down 3,500 feet and drill- 
ing ahead with 2%-inch pipe, The Midfield 
Oil Company junked its test on the Adey at 
2,655 feet.

Wildcats Tame. 


None of the numerous coastal wildcats broke 
loose and ran wild in the week. At West 
Columbia the Tyndall-Wyoming Oil Company 
is getting ready to pump its well on the Hogg 
sub-division northeast of Kaiser Hill at 2,800 
feet, with the hole standing 1,600 feet of oil. 
There are conflicting reports as to the forma- 
tion in which the oil was found. One report 
has it that it is shale and another says it is 
a true oil sand. No one seems to be greatly 
excited over the find, one reason probably 
being that practically all the land near the 
well is tied up by the Producers’ Oil Company, 
which has been prospecting in this locality for 
the past two years It has lost the hole at 
No. 6 Kaiser around 1,400 feet, and is starting 
a second hole at this location, Its No, 2 Smith 
is in trouble at 3,100 feet.

The general production of mineral o'l 
in the Russian oil fields in 1916 showed an 
increase of about 27,000,000 poods (a pood 
equals 4144 gallons), as compared with the 
average total production of the three 
previous years. This increase is account- 
ed for by the production of the Grosny 
fields, where new lands have been opened 
up, and the production of the Surakhany 
field, where large spouters were 
brought under control. The 
duction of the Baku fields 
Romany, Saboontchi and_ Bibi-Eybat) 
showed a decrease, having fallen from 
419,000,000 poods in 1913 to 330,000,000 poods 
in the year under review. This falling- 
off in productiveness is undoubtedly at- 
tributable to the fact that much less 
drilling has been done, as in 191 only JU,- 
luv teet were drilled, as compared wit 
450,000 feet in 1913. This is accounted tor 
by the difiiculty in obtaining the requisite 
materials and the high prices asked tor 
them when they are obtainable, rhe 
shortage of iron for well casing and re- 
pairs was the chief difficulty. in normal 
times the monthly consumption of sheet 
iron is about 500,000 poods, and of other 
lvon about 55,000 poods, while the average

The phosphate deposits of Kentucky lie 
between Frankfort and Lexington, and 
considerable quantities of rock have been 
mined near Wallace, but the State has 
been an insignificant producer of phos- 
phate rock in recent years. 

Phosphate deposits occur more or less 
interruptedly for a distance of 80 miles 
in the north-central part of Arkansas, and 
a small quantity is produced at Anderson, 
Independence county.

Gasoline Lacking, Edinburgh ’Busses 
Are Operated with Coal Gas. 


First-quality petrol, is no longer obtain- 
able for private automobiles in Edin- 
burgh, according to United States Con- 
sul Fleming, and the price of second- 
quality was 71 to 78 cents per gallon July 
#, Substitutes on the market sell for 53 
to 58 cents per gallon, and are far from 
satisfactory.

ALCOHOL CAN BE 
SHIPPED TO DRY 
TOWNS IN STATE 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 25 1917. 

Pursuant to his agreement with the 
drug interests of the State Governor 
Whitman sent a special message to the 
extraordinary session of the Legisla- 
ture asking for perfecting legisla‘ion 
to allow the shipment, of alcohol for 
medicinal, sacramental and _ scientific 
purposes into New York communities 
which had voted “dry” under the local 
option law.

Storage Changes in Vege- 
table and Animal Oils. 

By HENRY A. GARDNER. 


HE writer’s attention has _ recently 
I been called to instances where lin- 
seed oil that has been separated from 
paints has shown low chemical constants. 
In one instance several barrels of paint 
made of pure raw linseed oil stood in a 
factory yard for a few weeks, exposed in 
the daytime to the sun. A temperature of 
115 degrees Fahrenheit was_ probably 
reached in the middle of the day. Upon 
analysis, the consumer found the oil that 
was separated from the paint to have a 
lower iodine number than that cal'ed for 
by the specifications. The shipment of paint 
was accordingly rejected. Since pure lin- 
geed oil of the proper iodine number was 
used in the paint, it is apparent that 
hydrolysis occurred on storage. That 
such changes are possible should there- 
fore be considered by the testing engineer 
when examining the vehicles of specifica- 
tion paints that have not been freshly 
used, or that pore ween exposed to high 
emperatures during storage. 
The writer has previously pointed out 
the degree of change which may be ex- 
pected to take place in linseed oil when 
ground with various pigments, and he has 
also indicated the contributing effects of 
impurities in oils. Some more recent 
work has shown that nearly all oils, even 
when not in contact with pigments, will 
show changes in_ their chemical con- 
stants when allowed to stand for a period 
of time.

tions for the hair and face, and other 
scented toilet requisites, the declared im- 


port value of which was $102,918 for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1916, $80,989 for 
1915 and $158,695 for 1914, as 487,162, 313,906 
and 379,102 pounds for the respective peri- 
ods. Of the penfumery and cosmetics im- 
ported during 1916, $2,089 was shipped 
from the United States. 

Numerous American toilet requisites 
have been successfully introduced in this 
market by traveling representatives who 
brought samples and took orders direct 
from the local dealers, and the demand 
for these artitles has steadily increased 
from year to year. The import duty on 
goods of this class is 3 per cent. ad 
valorem.

The movement of fine chemicals ani 
drugs rainst contract, to fil the 
needs of both manufacturers and the 
government, which in some instances 
gre unusually heavy for this season of 
the ye was sufficient to hold the 
market on a firm basis. In regard to 
new business the market was inactive, 
due chiefly to the fact that operators 
were in ined to go slow while th. 
atmosphere remains surcharged with 
political and legislative possibilities 
of vital interest to the industry. Pric= 
changes were not so numerous = !ast 
week, Iligher quotations were named 
for glycerine, cream of tartar, bromine 
and the hypophosphites. An easier 
market was reported for soluble sae- 
charin. ; 
In view of the searcity in supplies 
and the high cost of raw materials the 
advance in glycerine was not unex- 
pected. There was an active demand 
for the dynamite grade and sales wer 
noted at new high records for the 
year. The strength in dynamite gly- 
corine was reflected in firmer prices 


for the chemically pure. 

The alcohol situation underwent no 
further change. Unti. all pending leg- 
islation is out of the way both buyers 
and sellers are inclined to hold aloof 
and in the meantime the market rc- 
mains in a more or less nominal posi- 
tion, Acetone is in scanty supply and 
firm at quotations. Refined fusel oil 
closed higher. 

Stocks of cream of tartar have been 
reduced and some dealers report that 
they are unable to meet the demands. 
Cream of tartar closed higher. With 
some foreign goods still offering prices 
for tartaric acid held at former levels. 
Phosphoric acid was advanced by man- 
ufacturers, due to the growing scarcity 
in the basic materials. Thymol iodide 
was advanced by first-hands. There 
was a better inquiry for bromine and 
higher prices were general towards the 
close. Lycopodium is in light supply 
and with little moving from abroad 
the market is firm and higher. Sac- 
charin met with a good export demand 
but as offerings were freer the market 
eased off, so far as the soluble grade 


was conceerned. Epsom = salts held 
steady. 
Under the list of gums the fea- 


ture was another advance in the price 
of chicle. Camphor was firmly main- 
tained, cables from Japan being un- 
changed. Menthol was steady, refiect- 
ing the recent rise in the cost of im- 
port. Distillation of peppermint, spear- 


mint tansy and wormwood is now in 
progress. Trading in these oils is 
quiet, due to the fact that the ideas 


of producers are considered too high. 
Imported esseniial oils were feature- 


less, 

Opium was higher in London, but 
this failed to influence prices here. 
There was no change in the market 
for opium derivatives. Quinine was 


firm, with second-hands asking a pre- 
mium over the manufacturers’ sched- 
ule) Recent importations of the sul- 
phate were readily absorbed and the 
stock in “outside” hands is said to be 
limited. Cocaine was strong, manu- 
facturers being well sold up. 

Domestic botanicals were 
but price changes were rather unim- 
portant, as new crop goods has not 
yet Come On the market in sufficient 
quantities to change the spot situation. 
Imported botanicals are in limited sup- 
Ply and in most instances prices are 
wholly nominal, The feature in the 
spice market was the advance in pa- 
prika. There was a firm market for 
parafiine and beeswax. 

Toluol is offered sparingly 
ducers, owing to the heavy demands 
of the government. Benzol met with 
a firmer inquiry and stocks have been 
reduced, creating a firmer feeling for 
this base.

The 
arrival of some 256,000 ounces of qui- 
nine, previously noted, had little or no 
influence upon the market, practically 
all of it moving into regular channels 
on old contracts. Manufacturers re- 
port the market as unchanged on the 
basis of 75c. per ounce, but they were 
not free sellers.

On July 4, 1917, a royal decree was is- 
sued prohibiting the exportation of olive 
oil from Spauish ports until. November 
15, 1917. In order not to cause undue 
hardships tov shippers, an exemption from 
this decree was made until July 26, 1917, 
for olive oils which had been invoiced at 
the place of manufacture before July 5, 
1917, provided this fact could be proven 
at the customs, or provided the invoices 
of departure were presented at the cus- 
toms covering shipments which were on 
the docks at the time this decree was 
published. 

Furthermore, an exemption from this 
decree is granted for fine olive oils which 
are exported in tins and bottles under 
labels or brands registered before the 
promulgation of .this decree whenever 
they are accompanied by a certificate is- 
sued or viséd by the agricultural engi- 
meers of the province where they origi- 
nate, in which it is certified that the 
acidity of the oil does not exceed 1°. If 
any fraud is proven as to the denomina- 
tion of oils as fine when such is not 
the case, the owners will be subjected 
to the penalty fixed by the contraband 
law of September 3, 1904. 


New Order Amends Previous Decree. 


On Juiy 14 a new royal order amended 
the previous decree and authorized also 
the shipment in barrels of fine oils meet- 
ing the test prescribed in the first de- 
cree. The requirement that the brands 
exported be registered before July 4 was 
alse waived, provided that it can be 
shown that the brand of olive oil to be 
exported was commercially known before 
the passage of the*original decree. The 
latter order rather nullifies the original 
order and will tend more to revolutionize 
the olive oil trade of Spain than to cur- 
tail the exports to any great extent. 
The result will be that refined edible oils 
of less than 1° acidity will be exported 
instead of the bright and clear oil of 
greater acidity. 

The original royal decree was Issued to 
insure the retention of a sufficient stock 
of oil in the country. Exports had been 
increasing during the last six months by 
leaps and bounds. The merchants were 
holding their stocks in view of the rising 
market. Olive oil is one of the staple 
fonds of the population in Spain, as neces- 
sary as cereals in other countries, and it 
was a matter of pubiic policy that the 
government resorted to the embargo on 
this preduct to cut down the speculation 
and to maintain sufficient stocks in the 
countcy to meet the needs of the people. 


Average Consumption in Spain. 


Estimates have been made that the av- 

_ erage consumption of olive oil in Spain is 
~ 49 grams (1.73 ounces) per inhabitant per 
day. The average daily consumption of 
the well-to-do classes is said to be from 
79 to 75 grams (2.47 to 2.65 ounces) of oil 
per person and of the laboring classes 
, from 21 to 22 grams (0.74 to 0.78 ounce).

Modification of Italian Embargo, 


The Genoa Harbor Bulletin, issued July 
9, 1917, reports as follows: 

The Finance Minister announces that 
on account of the exceptional conditions 
that now exist, and in the general inter. 
est of the provisionment of Italy, on ae. 
count of which oils and edible fats were 
purchased abroad, this ministry recently 
ruled that further exportation of foreign 
olive oi! lying in the free ports should 
be forbidden by those customs which 
were formerly allowed to permit such ex- 
portation. This was done for the pur- 
pose of keeping a considerabie stock of 
this article at the disposal of the Italian 
consumers. However, desirous of consid. 
ering the legitimate interests of: the na- 
tion's olive oil trade, the customs are 
hereby authorized to allow the exporta- 
tion from free-port deposits of not more 
than 50 per cent, of that foreign olive ojj, 
which, from this date (July 3, 1917), shall 
be introduced into free ports or released 
from bond upon arrival from abroad, 
when the shipment is destin for France, 
England, their respective colonies, the 
Americas, and countries beyond the Sues 
Canal,

to ship to other countries than those men-

SUGAR OF LEAD.—Strength in raw 
materials is still a factor and pro- 
ducers are holding quotations on a 
steady basis. Sellers quote white crys- 
tals at 16c. per lb. in casks or barrels 
and 161%4c. in kegs. The white broken 
grade is 15%c. for casks or barrels. 
White sugar of lead, granular, in bar- 
rels or casks, is 15%c. per lb., and 
brown sugar of lead is held at 14\%c. 
per pound in barrels or casks. 


ACIDS. 


ACETIC.—The 28 per cent. test was 
advanced to 71%4c, per pound by leading 
sellers. The 56 per cent. moved at 15c.

NITRIC.—Buyers are experiencing a 
difficulty in securing supplies for im- 
mediate delivery. Producers are sold 
far ahead, and are not in a position 
to quote on nearby shipment. Sellers 
quote the 42 degree test at 84@8%%e. 
per pound, and 8c. for the 40 degree. 
Aqua fortis is selling about 4c. a 
pound under the pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—Trading in the spot mar- 
ket is quiet, with no important ea- 
ture to record. Small lots have been 
offered during the week at 454@46%c. 
per pound, depending on seller. 

MURIATIC.—Producers are heav- 
ily sold ahead, but the presence of 
sufficient to

For a long time 
there has been a scarcity of pyrites, 
and there was difficulty in securing 
supplies of foreign material. During 


the week it was reported that a means 
had been found of increasing the sup- 
ply of foreign grades, and another 
matter which has a direct bearing on 
the market for acid is found in the re- 


port that an embargo will be placed 
on shipments of sulphur from. this 
to Canada. In conection with 


country 
this it is mentioned that the use of 


sulphur in making acid has increased 
as the stocks of pyrites became smaller, 
and that the supply of domestic mate- 


rial, while it had been greatly in- 
creased in volume, ‘was needed _ for 
home requirements, and that it was 


being shipped to Canada, where it was 
used in the making of paper. Reports 
from the South say that interest in 
mixed goods is fair, and especially 
so for this time of year, and that man- 
ufacturers are also following closely 
the market for raw materials. Fishing 
operations for the week ‘were not sat- 
isfactory, and the catch of menhaden 
remains comparatively small, and the 
same is true of the production of 
scrap. Blood and tankage are rather 
quiet, but the strength to prices, which 
has been one of the outstanding feat- 
ures to the market for fertilizer mate- 
rials, is still in evidence. Nitrate of 
soda is slightly firmer and is meeting 
with good demand from the makers 
of explosives, Sulphate of ammonia 
remains in a nominal position, with 
stocks sold ahead and practically no 
trading in spot material. For reports 
of the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
fertilizer markets refer to index on 
page 7.

A good inquiry continues for many 
Srades of colors and sellers say that 
there is no difficulty in securing good 
prices for some of the selections which 
are in limited supply. The jobbing 
trade in colors has been a factor in 
the market for a long time. This arises 
either because producers are sold ahead 
or because of the fact that there is a 
demand for many colors which are not 
produced here but which can be picked 
up in a limited way from second hands. 
The various materials used in the man- 
ufacture of dyes are holding firm in 
price. Imported selections are 
cally strong and this situation is ex- 
pected to continue as long as the pres- 
ent stringency in freight exists. Some 
domeste material are high in price be- 
cause of the position of raw materials 
from which they are made or because 
of the sold up position of the market. 
For instance, it is reported that only 
limited amounts of prussiates have 
been on the market in recent weeks. 
This includes both prussiate of soda and 
prussiate of potash. Acetate of soda 
has been firmly held owing to higher 
producing costs but there is a differ- 
ence in the prices as quoted by the 
various sellers. Starch and dextrines 
have held strong in price with produc- 
tion said to be on a curtailed scale. 
Gambier is moving moderately, with 
quotatons holding above norma! levels. 
Difficulty is still found in importing 
some of the woods which are used in 
the dye trade and this has a strength- 
ening effect on the market for the wood 
extracts. Bichromates are findimg a 
normal outlet with values well main- 
tained. 

(Zinc dust is on the market at differ- 
ent prices and quotations depend on 
seller and grade. The strong situation 
as recently reported for divi divi still 
continues and with spot supplies small, 
many sellers are out of the market for 
the time being. Detailed reports on 
the separate items of the local market 
folows:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—-With produc- 
ing costs holding at high levels, the 
market for acetate of soda is reported 
as strong and sales are said to have 
zone through as high as 12c. per pound. 
Prices vary according to seller and 
quantity, and on round lots offers are 
heard at lle. per pound, and some re- 
ports say that this could be shaded in 
one or two quarters. The market, how- 
ever, seems to be in a strong position 
and it is doubtful if much business 
could be placed under the llc. level. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
market for aniline oil is moving along 
steadily, with no disturbing features 
either in the way of price changes or 
of unusual buying. Sellers say there 
is a normal demand and that con- 
tracts deliveries are taking the bulk of 
production direct to the consuming 
trades. Prices are quoted on a basis 
of 28@29c. per pound. Aniline salts 
are firmly quoted at 33@34c. per pound. 
Trading is not featured in any way, 
but there are no accumulations of 
stocks, and with producing costs hold- 
ing steady, there is no reason to look 
for material changes in the finished 
products, 

BICHROMATES.—There has been a 
fair call for bichromate of soda in 
small lots, and prices for the latter 
have been firmly held, with sales re- 
ported at 17c. per pound. Some pro- 
ducers are said to have been offering 
but little, and competition among sell- 
ers has not been keen. With a good 
movement against existing contracts, 
spot stocks have ‘been kept at low lev- 
els, and the market looks strong from 
a statistical standpoint. The prices 
quoted for round lots show a range ac- 
cording to seller and grade, and are 
given at 16@16%c. per pound. Bichro- 
mate of potash has been firmly held on 
spot, with second hands holding only 
moderate stocks. Sales are reported 
at 384%@39c. per pound, and this price 
is quoted by some first hands. On ship- 
ments an easier tone is noted, as one 
producer has made offers during the 
week on a basis of 37c. per pound, f. 
o. b. works. 

DIVI DIVI.—There has been no 
change in the market for divi divi, and 
the high prices as quoted last week are 
still in effect. The spot market is held 
firm owing to the fact that importers 
are not well supplied and the market 
is entirely free from selling pressure. 
The lowest price heard is on a basis of 
$70 per ton. Shipments are command- 
ing pretty close to the spot price, and 
with difficulty in securing freight room
